FEARS STATE QUARANTINE REGULATIONS 


After April ist Troops Would Have | 
To Be Detained Five Days—If 
Regulations Were Modified 
Thinks Soldiers Would 
Be Sent to Atlanta.

Washington, March 2%.—(Special.)—The 
Atlanta delegation sent up to secure troops ° 
to be camped in Atlanta and to be mustered 
out there, moved upon the war department 
twenty-two strong this morning. The may- 
or, several ex-mayors, representatives of 
the press, of the city council and commer- 
cial bodies, all combined to make this one 
of the strongest delegations that has lately 
come to Washington. 

They interviewed the secretary of war, 
the adjutant general and the surgeon gen- 
eral, and from all these officers they re- 
ceived substantial encouragement. Their 
main attack was concentrated upon Sec- 
retary Alger. He received them cordially 
and gave them full and considerate atten- 
tion. Governor Bullock introduced the par- 
ty to him. Their wants were concisely 
stated in an informal but impressive fash- 
ion by Mayor Woodward, ex-Mayors Collier | 
and Hemphill; Captain Neal and Mr. Caba- | 
niss. These gentlemen shdwed what At- 
lanta wanted, what Atlanta deserved and | 
abundant reasons therefor. 

Spoke Kindly of Atlanta. 

The secretary said that he fully appre- 
ciated the earnestness of the city, as shown 
by the strength of the delegation which 
she had sent. He frankly admitted that

He said that he felt in} 
honor bound to have troops mustered out 
in Atlanta, and camped there, if this could , 
be done. Appreciating Atlanta's proverbial ; 
healthfulness, he said he was anxious to 
have the troops brought there. The. diffi-e 
culty lay in the fact that they could not he 
got there immediately, because of the want 
of transport facilities, and: that they were 
subject to very great detention on account 
of the quarantine regulation between now 
and April ist. All troops from the south 
are subject to inspection and fumigation.. 
After April ist five days’ detention at the 
ports will be necessary, in accordance with 
the state quarantine regulations. If one 
case of yellow fever should be discovered 
the coast cities would go wild and troops 
would not be allowed to land or to pass 
through. 

He said it was the intention of the depart- 
ment to have the southern troops mustered 
out as near to their homes as possible. He 
said that if the troops were to be camped 
anywhere, and it was possible to get them ° 
to Atlanta, he would certainly have them 
camp there. He said that te really felt 
badly that Atlanta had not been better 
treated, and that he would do whatever 
circumstances allowed to make amends. 


Quarantine Regulations May Hinder. 

Mayor J. G. Woodward, as chairman of 
the delegation, presented each member of 
the party to the secretary, and the latter 
recalled a number of pleasant incidents on 
his last visit to Atlanta with President 
McKinley. He was evidently well disposed 
toward Atlanta, and he frankly informed 
the delegation that if they could induce 
the state authorities to let down the quar- 
antine regulations at Savannah or Bruns- 
wick, or at any other point, so the troops 
may ve landed after April Ist, he would be | 
glad to send them to Atlanta until they ure 
mustered out. 

“I have no dimoulty in sending them to 
Atlanta,” continued Secretary Alger, in re- ' 
plying to a suggestion from Mr. Hemphill, 
“but I do see a. difficulty in getting the 
trcops ashore without subjecting the men, 
to the fumigation process and the delay of | } 
five days required by the state quarantine ; 
regulations.”’

WON’T ENFRANCHISE THE NEGRO 


Chamberlain Says Such a Step Would 
Be Wholly Absurd. 

London, March 2.—During the course of 
the discussion of the vote on a count in the 
house of commons today the secretary of 
State for the colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, 
replied to various colonial questions raised 

Speaking of the West Indies, Mr. Cham- 
berlin said he thought it was impossible to 
give those islands representation in ‘the 
government. It would be absurd, he added, 
to universally enfranchise the negro. The 
experience with the Port of Spain (Trini- 
dad) municipal council, the colonial minis- 
ter pointed out, had not encouraged exten- 
sion in that direction, and the prevailing 
system under the control of the colonial 
office was the best which could be adopted 
under present circumstances. 

Turning to the Transvaal he said that 
‘ not one of President Kruger’s promises to 
remedy grievances had been fulfilled. He 
concluded with saying: 

“As long as the present conditions = 

e 
are watching the situation most carefully; 
but thus far there has been nothing to jus- 
tify an ultimatum and, failing compliance, 
war, which seems to have been suggested 
by a previous speaker.’

FATHER SLAYS Hib 
FIVE LITTLE ONES 


Kansas Man Charged with Braining Bis 


Children and Firing His Heuse, 


HIS HOME WAS DESTROYED 


He Claims That Exploding Iamp 
Caused Blaze and Denies Crime. ° 


FEELING RUNS HIGH IN THE TOWN 


Suspicious Conduct of the Man While 
His Home Is Burning Causes His 
Arrest and Incarceration. 


Hutchinson, Kas., March 20.—An atro- 
cious crime was revealed here today when 
the coroner and his assistants removed the 
dead bodies of five little children from the 
house occupied by John Moore, which burn- 
ed at an early hour. A coroner’s jury in- 
vestigated the cause, and in accordance 
with the jury’s recommendations Moore, 
the father of the dead children, was arrest- 
ed on a charge of murder. The tragedy 
has caused much excitement here, and there 
is some talk of lynching the prisoner. When 
the firemen and neighbors reached the 
burning house the father was the only 
member of the family of seven found out- 
side. His acti@ns were queer, and he would 
not talk. While the building was stiil 
burning, and his children within the burn- 
ing walls he took a horse from his stable 
and rode away. 

When the firemen entered the house af- 
ter having partly quenched the flames they 
found the five ch'ldren lying side by side 
in a bed on the floor, all dead, but not 
badly burned. 

The coroner’s autopsy held this afternoon 
developed convincing evidence of an awful 
crime. | 
indented, and from the dents long fractures 
extended. All but one of the children 
had been stabbed in the neck. It was up- 
on these facts, and the strange behavior 
of the father that the authorities base 
their charge of murder. 

When Moore was called before the cor- 
oner’s jury to testify, he pretended to be- 
lieve that an exploding lamp had caused 
the fire, and that his children had met 
death in the flames. He testified that he 
was awakened from a deep sleep by the 
smoke, and that he found the house afire 
all over. It was fifteen minutes , he said, 


before he recovered h’'s senses, and that he 
did not try to save his children because he 


knew they must be dead, as the fire had 


sleeping. Hts riding away from the fire, 
he explained by stating that his wife was 
away from the home attending to a sick 
friend, and that he went to tell her cf 
their loss. Moore showed little concern 
when the jury returned the verdict charg- 
ing him with murder. 

Mrs. Moore's father, M. W. Franklin, stat- 
ed that Moore had always been a silent, 
morose character, but that he appeared 
to have a great ambition for his children. 
Of late, according to Mr. Franklin, Moore 
has brooded over the fact that he was 
out of work, and the father-in-law seems 
to think that if Moore committed the crime 
he must have lost h's reason brooding over 
his troubles. Moore, however, seems -to 
be sane, and outside of his actions during 
the fire there has been nothing to bear out 
the insanity theory.

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 20.—Hon, W. 
J. Bryan was the guest of ths Bryan Birth- 
day Anniversary Club, d@mocratic associa- 
tion of this city today, and has been ten- 
dered an ovation by the democracy of the 
third congressiona] district. A general re- 
ception was tendered:Mr. Bryan and Gov- 
ernor ‘Benton McMillin, of this state, at the 
Southern hotel during the afternoon, where 
the sovereigns met and were shook hands 
with by the distinguished visitors. 

At 7 o’clock this evening Mr. Bryan ad- 
dressed an audience of 5,000 people at the 
City auditorium, Governor Benton McMil- 
lin, Congressman John A. Moon and other 
distinguished democrats of Tennessee oc- 
cupying the rostrum with the speaker. 

In his auditorum speech Mr. Bryan dis- 
cussed the issues before the public, among 
other things the income tax, the money 
question, trusts, the standing army and im- 
perialism, following the. lines similar to 
those of his recent speeches. 

Speaking of imperialism Mr. Bryan said: 

“Our nation is tempted to depart from 
its ‘standard of morality’ and adopt a 
policy of ‘criminal aggression.’ But will it 
yield? : 

“If I mistake not the sentiment of the 
American people, they will spurn the bribe 
of imperialism, and, by resisting tempta- 
tion, win such a victory as has not been 
won since the battle o orktown. . 

“The , forcible..annexatic®® of -the Philtp-- 
“pine islands is not necessary t6 make the 
United States a world power:. FoF over ten 
decades our nation has ‘been a world-power. 
During its bref existence it has exerted 
upon the human race an influence more 
potent for good than all the other nations 
of the earth combined, and it has exerted 
that influence without a sword or gatling 
gun. Mexico and the republics of Central 
and South America testify to the benign 


influence of our institutions, while Europe. 


and Asia gave evidence of the working of 
the leaven of self-government. 

“In the growth of democracy we observe 
the triumphant march of an idea—an idea 
that would be weighted down rather than 
aided by the armor and weapons proffered 
by imperialism.’’ 

Bryan at the Banquet. 

At 10 o’clock tonight Mr, Bryan sat ata 
banquet tendered him at the Southern 
hotel by the Bryan Birthday Anniversary 
Club of this city, at which there were 
seated 430 of the most prominent ladies and 
gentlemen of this section and many lead- 
ing democrats, including Governor Benton 
McMillin, Hon. John Tomlinson, member 
of the national democratic executive com- 
mittee of Alabama, and others who were 
invited guests. Hon. ToniThson Fort, of 
this city, presided as toastmaster. 

Responding to the toast, “Democracy,” 
Mr. Bryan took up democracy along: Jef- 
fersonian lines and gave his reasons for be- 
lieving that the democratic idea was the 
growing one and would ultimately prevail 
over the plutocratic ideas embodied in re- 
publican policies. He attempted to show 
how broad were the principles and how en- 
during, and why they appealed to the com- 
mon people. Jefferson’s idea was not that 
the few should be robbed for the benefit of 
the many, or that the many should be rob- 
bed for the benefit of the few, but that 
each should be protected in the enjoyment 
of the fruits of his own toil ana thus en- 
couraged to put forth his best endeavor. 
Mr. Bryan said that no harm had been done 
by that wealth which was acquired as the 
legitimate reward of a man’s own labors, 
but that wealth acquired in violation of law 
and through the perversion of the instru- 
mentalities of government sometimes be- 
came a menace to the government itself. 
Democracy, he said, is a protection to every 
toiler, whether he labors with his head or 
with his hands. It is only a menace to 
those who seek to appropriate ynto them- 
Selves the proceeds of the labor of others, 
without giving adequate service in return. 

He thanked the club for the honor it did 
him in celebrating his birthday,- but dis- 
claimed the possession of any gpecia] merit. 
insisting that the friendly feeling which 
they manifgsted toward him was due en- 
tirely to his advocacy of the principles by 


which they believed. He said that men | 


were apt to overestimate their personal 
following; that as a matter of fact. the so- 
called personal following of a public official 
was largely made up of those in office or 
those expecting office. He suggestea that a 
man out of office, no matter how popular, 
would find how smal] was his personal fol- 
lowing if he should change his opinion upon 
important public questions. The fact that 
@ public man converts his Lest friends into 
bitter enemies by a change of front upon 
an important public question shows that 
his popularity is due to the ideas which he 
Supports, rather than to his own merits.

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TWOCHARRED BODIES 
ARE FOUND IN RUINS 


Rewains ef a Man and Woman Burned 
Beyond Recognition Recovered. 


TWELVE KNOWN TO BE DEAD 


Workmen in Eight-Hour Shifts Are 
Delving Into Piles of Debris. 


FIFTY PERSONS ARE YET MISSING 


Mrs. Price and Mrs. Sorrel, Both of 
Georgia, Are Growing Better 
with Great Rapidity. 


New York, March 20.—Two bodies charred 
beyond recognijig@h were found in the ruins 
of the Windsor hotel today. One was the 
body of a man, the other that of a young 
woman, probably a servant of the hotel. 
The number of dead known is now twelve. 

Several nundred men, working im eight 
hour shifts, are delving in the debris. 
They have brought to light many of the 
personal effects of the guests. It was 
thought that today’s work would reveal 
many bodies, and the disappointing result 
has led to a revisicn of estimates of the 
number of dead still entombed by the piles 
of brick. Most of the guests of the hotel 
have been accounted for. 

In the missing lists now published are 
the names of a number of servants of the 
hotel and of people who have not been 
seen since the fire, with the result that 
their friends have reported their disappear- 
ance to the police. The list of people mis- 
sing from their homes is always, large in 
New York, and just now a.large part of 
this list is charged up to the Windsor hotel 
fire. A list of missing which includes all 
who have been inquired for by friends 
and of whom no tidings have been réceived 
is in the hands of the police. It numbers 
fifty persons. 

The injured were reported today as doing 
well. Mrs, Alice W. Price, of Macon, Ga., 
who is at Bellevue hospital suffering with 
a sprained back and fractured ankle, is 
improving. 

Mrs. G. M. Sorrel, who was rescued from 
the burning hotel and taken to the home 
of Dr. Murphy, in West Forty-seventh 
street, is fast recovering from her injuries. 
General Sorrel, her husband, came up from 
Savannah, Ga., today. 


FIGHT UNDER HARD CONDITIONS 


Americans Charge Jungles So Thick 
They Cannot See the Enemy. 
Hong Kong, March 20.—A correspondent 
of the Associated Press at Manila says: 
“An army has seldom operated under 
harder conditions that have been encoun. 
tered by the American “flying brigade.’’ 
The country the American troops have 
traversed is intersected with lagoons, 
narfow and ynfordable rivers and bam- 
boos so thick that the enemy cannot be 
seen a hundred feet distant. During the 
charges the Americans were ignorant. as 
to whether they were attacking a hundred 
or thousands of rebels, which amazes the 
foreign observers. The Filipinos were un- 
expectedly fierce at Caintau. Had it not 
been for the fact that the American line 
was thin, the enfilading fire would have 

slaughtered many of our men. 

“One of the prisoners captured by the 
Americans says the Filipino leaders boast 
that they can continue such a war for 
years, depending upon the American forces 
being weakened daily by twenty men kill- 
ed, wounded or invalided. 

“Some of the high officials here think 
that 0,000 re-enforcements are needed as 
the troops now on this island are hardly 
more than required to maintain a line 
around Manila and police the city. 

“Considerable rain has fallen already and 
it seems that the season for rains is be- 
ginning prematurely. It is possible that 
when the steady rains begin our troops 
will have to be withdrawn to permanent 
barracks, which may enable the rebels to 
return to their old positions. — 

“The Americans have refrained from de- 
stroying the buildings in the country swept 
by General Wiheaicn’s troops, a sentry has 
been stationed before every store at Pesig, 
but the soldiers are bringing in loads of loot 
from dwelling houses.” 


Philippine Commission Meets. 

Washington, March 20.—A dispatch was 
received at the state department today 
from Chairman Schurman, of the Philip- 
pine commission, announcing a meeting of 
that body at Maniia today. The meeting 
was a preliminary one for the purpose of 
organization.

CHI CHEN TO CALL ON HUMBERT.

TENNESSEE RIVER IS BOOMING. 


Higher at Knoxville Than It Has Been 
Since 1887. : 

Knoxville, Tenn., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee river has reached the alarm- 
ing heighth of thirty feet in this city. The 
city frontage on the river is a bluff, there- 
by preventing an overflow into thé popu- 
lated section. The warehouses, steamboat 
wharf building. manufacturers and other 
buildings on the river edge are, however. 
completely or partially submerged, accord- 
ing to their location. 

The high water is bringing with it from 
up river sections rail fences, farm prod- 
ucte and heavy deposits of driftwood. The 
river is highe: here than it has been since 
1887, when a terrible freshet was experi- 
enced. 

All damage done by high water is along 
the river front. No lives have been lost. 
Steamboat traffic has been suspended on 
account of the vast quantity of drift in the 
stream. The rains have ceased and it is 
believed the river will begin to recede to- 
morrow.

Whe Southerner Shows That During’ 


the Campaign He Was Congrat- 
ulated and Complimented 
by the Men Now Tra- 
ducing Him. 


Washington, March 20.—Adjutant General 
Corbin today made public the statement 
which General Wheeler has felt called upon 
to make in order, as he says, “to refute 
certain allegations which reflect upon the 
cavalry division which I had the honor to 
command.’”’ 

The statement is exceedingly voluminous, 
making really another history of the cam- 
paign before Santiago, and it is accompa- 
nied by an appendix made up of letters 
from officers who were connected with 
General Wheeler in his operations to sup- 
port the allegations he makes. 

General Wheeler begins with the declara- 
tion that some statements were made before 
dhe war investigating commission regard- 
ing the battle of LaGuasimas which do 
great injustice to that part of the army 
which fought that battle. Steven Bonsal 
states that General Wheeler was guilty of 
disobedience of orders. General Wheeler 
says that to remain silent and neglect to 
refute the untruthful charges made by 
Bonsal would be disloyal to the soldiers and 
‘to the country. He notes that it is with 
“thé approval of Major General Miles, the 
“commanding general, that he makes the ex- 
planation now submitted. 

The history of the movements begins with 
'@ quotation of a statement made by Gen- 
~ eral Lawton before the war commission, to 

the effect that he had been directed by 
“the general commanding to proceed to and 
{,capture Siboney. Genera] Wheeler tells how 
-the troops landed; how he had pointed out 
‘to Shafter the necessity of pursuing and 


beating the Spaniards before they could re- 


treat behind their strong breastworks at 
Santiago and how Shafter and many offi- 
cers fully concurred in the necessity for a 
speedy movement. He reports Shafter’s, or- 
ders to “proceed to Juragua and throw for- 
ward pickets to Juraguacito’’ (otherwise 
Siboney). He quotes verious orders to show 
Shafter’s anxiety to get Wheeler rapidly 
forward in order to reach Lawton, whom 
he found on the road just before reaching 
Siboney. Wheeler tells of the reconnois- 
sance he made personally and of a consul- 
tation that night with General Young and 
Colonel Wood. He says the Cubans pre- 
dicted that the Spaniards would leave Si- 
boney and Santiago that night. 
How the Advance Was Made. 

When the advance began the next day 
General Wheeler says the regular troops 
and artillery were ordered up on the main 
Biboney and Santiago road, while the 
Rough Riders and some of the other cav- 
alry organizations were, ‘‘on the recom- 
mendation of General Castillo, sent by a 
less frequented and most difficult road.” 

The Spaniards were found in the same po- 
sition the next morning about three miles 
from Siboney and General Wheeler gives a 
description of the action that followed. He 
Says that the dynamite gun upon which 
great reliance was placed failed to reach 
him and it was for a time very doubtful 
whether the men in-front of him were 
’ Spaniards or Cubans. In an hour the fight 
was won, but the enemy’s retreat being pre- 
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strict obedience to the spirit ang proper in- 
terpretation of the orders received from 
Geferal Shafter. In addition, General 
Wheeler insists, that leaving this evidence 
aside, the facts stated by Lawton in his 
report to Shafter, of June 23d, and that 
Lawton’s sworn -evidence before the war 
commission would show that he fought the 
LaGuasimas battle in strict compliance 
with the express wishes of General Shafter, 
his commanding general. 

Wheeler quotes Lawton’s statement that 
he had been ordered by Shafter to préceed 
against Siboney and declares that practical- 
ly his orders were the same as Lawton’s. 
He insists that the Spaniards were in a po- 
sition where it was advantageous for the 
Americans to attack them rather than allow 
them to fight in their blockhouses and other 
defenses, which they occupied at the time 
Lawton received his orders. Says General 
Wheeler: 

Wheeler Defends the Soldiers. 


“The least delay and this opportunity 
would have been lost. I knew that he 
(Shafter) wanted the enemy to be impressed 
with American bravery and determination. 
I knew that the American people and the 


administration ‘had sent us te Cuba for a 


special purpose and that a prompt attack on 
the Spaniards would aid in attaining that 
purpose. This (dread of yellow fever) added 
to and emphasized the {mperative necessity 
of prompt action upon my part. The vic- 
tory was dueyentirely to the chivalric cour- 
age of the %4° brave American soldiers who 
fought the battle. The statement that they 
were ambushed was absolutely untrue. The 
stutement th they were aided in anv way, 
shape or form by any other troops is also 
untrue. The nearest American troops were 


about four miles off when the fight com- 


menced and the victorv ‘had been won and 
the enemy in precipitate retreat fully two 
hours before they reached the fjeld.”’ 


General Wheeler proceeds to point out the 
difficult position of the troops at the end of 
the battle—drenched with rain, ‘hungry and 
tired. He claims the victory was due to 
the cavalry division entirely and quotes the 
Spanish reports to show that the Spanfards 
believed the American force which whipped 
them and drove them from the field was 
ten times as large as it actually was. “ 
He refers tora statement: by Bonsal that 
Lawton had declared that every man who 
had fallen in’ the Guastmas fight ‘thad been 


needlessly sacrificed, and he says: 


Denies Bonsal’s Statement. 


“It is my duty to say that this statement 
is absolutely untrue.” 3 


He tells how General Lawton, after the 
fight, congratulated him (Wheeler): points 
out how unsoldierly it would have been for 
Lawton to ‘have criticised his senior officer 
in that fashion. He says the statement that 
the Guasimas fight had the effect of draw- 


-ing the troops five to six miles into the in- 
‘terior was also a mistake. 


The advance was 
only three miles and would have been nec- 
essary in any case to find proper camping 
ground. In this connection he again quotes 
Shafter in an order to him to advance Law- 
ton’s division, made because it would have 
been impossible to have camped the entire 
army within three miles of the coast at 
Siboney. 

Touching General Miles’s statement be- 
fore the war commission, where that officer 
said Lawton had told him that there was a 
scheme on foot to leave him (Lawton) in 
the lurch and have a fight, General Wheeler 
points out that General Miles was careful 
to say that he only repeated what Lawtcn 
told him. 

Taking up the charge that W'heeier had 
been relieved of command on the night of 
the 30th, and had no command during the 
battle on the following day, General Wnheel- 


false. 
Thereupon he shows he was xssigned to 


S his command on June 24th, and teils what 


he did day by day in the exercise vf that 
command. He says on the 28th, 29th and 
30th he suffered from fever resulting from 
exposure, but nevertheless continued his 
duties and was not put upon the sick re- 
port. He admits he was ignorant uf the 
conference held by Shafter and his generils 
on the 80th, but Shafter explained this by 
saying he understood Wheeler was sick, 
and his physician had advised against let- 
ting him know of the proposed battle the 
next day. Notwithstanding this, Wheeler 
Says he learned that active preparations 
‘were being made for operations, and at 
daylight on the next day he reached the 
front and exercised command. He tells of 
the various orders he gave to Sumner atid 
his reports to Shafter of what he was do- 
ing, which supports his contention. He 
tells of the wéakness of the lige at San 
Juan and says that many officers insisted 
that the ridge could not be held, and he 
learned the same atatements had been 
made toGhafter. Says General Wheeler: 
“I did everything in my power to dis- 
courage this feeling, and told those who 
came to me that the enemy had fied from 
us at La Guasimas, and that we had driven 
them from their fortifications on San Juan 
ridge; that they would expect us to take 


possible danger of their making an attack 
upon us that night, and that fe they did, 
we could hold the ridge. The fighting was 
more or less severe during the day, but 
by night we were well intrenched, and I 
regard our position as impregnable.” 

General Wheeler says the statement that 
he had told General Kent of his desire to 
retreat, Was absolutely untrue, adding: 

“I was emphatic and positive and earn- 
est against retreating at the time we took 
San Juan hill until July 16th, when Santia- 
go surrendered.” 

He attacked General Kent’s denial of this

The announcement that the president 
would come to Thomasville as Senator 
Hanna's guest was the signal for a hur- 
ried study of maps all over the country.

Mr. George ‘Morse, whose wife is another 
of Senator Hanna’s sisters, are also of 
the colony, though they have not yet 
bought a home. 

Had Come Once Before. 

This, you see, explains the Hanna pres- 
ence here. And it explains why Mr. Mc-

Aside from the magnificent natural ad-

The 
club controls a tract of something over 
four hundred acres of land, that has been 
laid out in a’ way to combine untility with 
Leauty.

I am certain they looked 
most attractive when I saw them yesterday, 
and the devotees of the game seemed most 
happy as they pounded that innocent little 
ball across lots and talked to one another 
in a Scrotch-plaid, dialect calculated: to 
make the angels weep.

this. combination. is .a club perfectly run, 
and a handsome balance in the treasury. 
One feature about this Country Club which 
will interest club men particlarly is that 
nothing but “soft” drinks are ever served 
there. This fis unique, to say the least of 
it, and yet the experiment has proved high- 
ly successful from a financial standpoint, 
as well as from al) others. The experience 
of this club has a tendency to give a black 
eye to the argument usually advanced that 
no club can exist without a bar attachment. 
Paradise for Sports. 

Thomasville has become quite the sport- 
ing center of the south. Each winter season 
brings here sporting men—that is genuine 
sportsmen—of national repute. The shoot- 
ing about here is the best in the south. This 
is true becatise of the character of the 
cover, as I understand it. The shooting 
here is in the stubble fields, the broom- 
serge or the pines, and the adaptability of 
the cover rnakes this superior to the shvot- 
ing anywhere else in the south. 

Most of the men who come here for the 
shooting either own or lease preserves. The 
extent of these wil] surprise the uninitiated. 
None of these fg smaller than 3,000 acres and 
the largest is considerably over ten thou- 
sand a¢res.. 

Among the men who come here every 
winter for..the shooting are such well- 
known sportsmen as W. C. Floyd Jones, J. 
B..Magoon and J. B. Ellison, of New 
York; Yale Dolan, Charles Hibbard and EKa- 
ward Crozier, of Philadelphia: Cc. W. 
Chapin, of New Jersey; Charles Thompson, 
Horace Thompson and B. F. Schurmeier, of 
Minnesota; H. M. Levengston and ¢. H. 
Stockwell, of Saratoga; Jason S. Bailey, of 
Boston; Hamilton Vose and J. L. Petit, of 
Milwaukee. These are names all well 
known among the real sportsmen of the 
country—gentlemen sports, mot profession- 
als. 

These are the’ men who particularly pa- 
tronize the shooting pavilion of the Country 
Club, though, of course, there are others. 
An interesting ‘eontest, for this week was. 
the match between Charley Chapin, Sena- 
tor Hlanna’s nephew, and Charles Thomp- 
gon, of Milwaukee. Thompson is a deaf 
mute. He won, making the remarkaLle 
killing of 98 birds out of @ possible 100, 
Three of these fel] just outside of bounds, 
so they do not figure as kills in the score, 
but they were killed all the same.

the Slayer of Her Stepdaughter Show- 
ed No Fear from the Time She 
Left Her Cell Up to the 
Very Last Second 
of Life. 


New York, March 20.—Mrs. Martha Place 
was executed at Sing Sing prison today. 
She was the first woman to die in the elec. 
tric chair in the state of New York, and she 
went to her death quietly. Her death was 
instantaneous, but two shocks were given, 

State Electrician Davis threw down the 
lever at 11:01 a. m. The voltage of the cur- 
rent was 1,760, and it was continued for 
four seconds. It was then gradually di- 
minished to 200 volts, which was continued 
for fifty-six seconds; Dr, Irvine, the physi- 
cian of the prison, examined the woman, 
and then ordered a second shock. That 
was the same as the first in power, and 
continued for the same length of time. The 
second shock has always been administered 
at Sing Sing. 

Mrs. Place murdered her stepdaughter, 
Ida ‘M, Place, a mere girl, on February 7, 
1898. She first threw acid in the girl’s eyes 
and then smothered her. This was early 
in the morning in their home in Brooklyn. 
She waited the entire day for thher husband 
to return, and then attacked him with an 
ax, fracturing his skull and otherwise se- 
riously injuring him. Place, however, re- 
covered. 

Mrs. Place was convicted and sentenced 
to death, but she néver for a moment be- 
lieved she would be electrocuted, She at 
first claimed she could remember nothing of 
the murder, and ‘ater the’ pléato® insanity 
was submitted in her behalf. It was not 
until Thursday jast, that Warden.Sage an- 
nounced to her that Governor Roosevelt 
had absolutely refused to interfere with 
the course of justice and that she must die 
on Monday. It was a great shock ‘to the 
woman, but during the last four days she 
bore up wonderfully well. She suffered in 
two ways after she learned that she must 
die—from sleeplessness and from loss of ap- 
petite. Again yesterday the warden visited 
her so that there might be no misunder- 
standing and told her she must be ready at 
11 o’clock (Monday morning. She was ready 
at that hour and no one who watched her 
could understand what change must have 
taken place in the woman’s nature to so 
dull her senses that she could go to her 
death so calmly and impassively as Mrs. 
Place did. It had not been expected that 
she would do so. The last woman condemn- 
ed to die in this state went to the gallows 
shrieking and fighting, but Mrs. Place 
hardly uttered a sound. She merely .mur- 
mured a prayer, wiped her eyes, her face 
turned partly upward and seemingly uncon- 
scious of chide about her. 

None Were So Successful. 

This was the twenty-sixth electrocution 
at Sing Sing prison, but none before was 
So successful as that of today. Not only 
was there no scene, but there was no de- 
lay. Within three minutes after coming 
through the iron doors the order of the 
law had been carried out. There were 
twelve witnesses present and only those 
who watched every movement witnessed 
Mrs. Place’s death. Few were able to see 
the raising of the body as the electrical 
shock passed through it. It was only 
when the current was partly shut, off that 
they could see the body relax. It was an 
easy way to die. 

On Sunday Mrs. Place had her regular 
attendants and during the night she was 
visited by her spiritual adviser, Rev. Dr. 
David Cole, of Yonkers, and Mre. Meury, a 
mission worker of Brooklyn; who has 
taken a great interest in the woman’s wel- 
fare. (Mrs, Sage, the warden’s wife, also 
spent an hour or so with her, but at 9:30 
o’clock Mrs. Place was left alone with the 
night matron, Mrs, Coultrey, with two 
keepers in the outer room. The condemned 
woman was very restless. 

Outside a terrific gale was blowing across 
the Hudson which rattled the windows in 
the gloomy old hospital building, where 
Mrs. “Place was located. There was a 
driving snow, too, and several times the 
woman went to her window to watch the 
snow. She did not retire until 2:30 o’clock. 
And after that she was up several times to 
pray. Never for a moment did the matron 
relax her vigiance. 

It cannot be denied that Warden Sage 
was anxious in the extreme Tfregarding the 
execution and it was with this. in mind 
that he ordered every precaution taken to 
insure the best results He sent for Rev. 
Dr. Cole at 9:15 o'clock this morning, first 
inquiring whether the aged clergyman 
could etand the strain... Dr,-Cole assured 
him that he could and was so full of sym- 
pathy for the woman he had known since 
she was a child that he was anxious to be 
with her and comfort her to the end. Dr, 
Irvine aigo visited her in the morning and 
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hér pastor she Ddelieved that her sins had 
been forgiven and asserted ‘her faith in the 
hereafter. She was Huoyed up with this 
feeling when the warden came to lead her 
to the chair. _/ \ 

She was dressed in black, a gown that 
she had made herself, simple and plain. 
She had expected to wear it at her new 
trial or when she received her liberty. A 
white band was around her throat and her 
light brown hair, now turning gray, was 
brushed back smoothly over her forehead. 
It was clipped away only where the elec- 
trode was to be placed. Mrs. Place said 
simply that she was ready and the warden 
took her arm on his. They went slowly 
through the deserted old hospital building 
along several hallways and finally through 
the last corridor of all. On each side the 
murderers’ cells were draped with heavy 
curtains and the procession moved more 
quickly through this dismal place. L 

Meanwhile the witnesses had been called 
into the death chamber. The electric ap- 
paratus had been given its fina] test and 
all were waiting with suspense for the 
coming of the woman. Suddenly the side 
door through which the party would enter 
was thrown open, a keeper stepped in and 
closed it and turned rapidly away. ‘The 
keeper returned and was followedalmost 
immediately by Mrs. Place, leaning heavily 


On the warden’s arm. Her face was very 


white, her head uplifted, her eyes closed. 
The white band around her throat seemed 
Scarcely whiter than her face. The warden 
held her arm closely with his and with 
‘his other arm he supported her. Behind 
came the woman attendants, one a physi- 
cian, the other the day matron.- Rev. Dr. 
Cole came next and aftér him were the two 
keepers. As they Came over the threshold 
Mre. Place gave no sign of fear. She 
picked her way almost like « blind woman 
across the short space that separated her 
from death. She was gently pressed down 
into the frame and Dr. Irvine, who was in 
waiting, stepped in front of her, He mo- 
tioned to the women and they came up on 
each side. It took but a moment to strap 
her in. The edge of her skirts were lifted 
quickly, the stocking drawn down over her 
shoe and the electrode fastened by one of 
the women to the right leg. Then the 
skirt was dropped. The head cap was 
clamped on, the straps buckled across the 
face and a pad dropped over the forehead. 
The women stood with outstretched skirts, 
with Dr. Irvine and a male attendant on 
each side, almost shutting out the view of 
the witnesses and the signal was given. 


Death Current Turned On. 

Quicker almost than a flash the electri- 
cian threw down the lever. The body 
straightened, the fingers gripped tightly 
into the palms and the little prayer book 
ghe held in her left hand was drawn across 
the wrist. Only the woman’s mouth was 
visible, and it changed merely in the draw- 
ing down of the lips and a little darkening 
of the skin. Mrs. Place had murmured as 
she was seated in the chair: 

“God help me; God have mercy.”’ 

There was not a sound after that, not 


even a moan. The visible effect of the 


shock was less than had ever been ob- 
served {n the dedth hose beforé. There 
was not the slightest distortion of features; 
the eyes were covered, and when the straps 
Were removed they were still closed, 

On the second shock the body straight- 
ened out again and a little foam oozed 
from the lips. When @ae current was shut 
off the body reposed naturally in the 
chair. 

Dr. Irviné gave it as his opinion that 
death had been instantaneous, 

The body was allowed to remain in. the 
chair until all the witnesses had retired, 
when it was taken to the autopsy room and 
a post-mortem examination held. No one 
was present but the operating surgeons, 
and their report was submitted and will be 
filed in Kings county today with the other 
doctors’, relating to the woman’s death. 
The autopsy was a rapid one, and although 
no information was made public, the indl- 
cations are that the organs were found in 
a thealthy condition. 

The insanity plea entered in behalf of 
Mrs.. Place never impressed those who 
knew the woman best very favorably. 

The body was placed in a red box and 
was taken to the Sing Sing station, where 
it was shipped to East Millstone, N. J. 
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FEDERAL COURT ORDERED IT. 


Men Who Tore Rails Up Will Be Ar- 
rested. 

Greenville, S. C., Mareh 20.—(Special.J— 
The muddle in the Carolina, Knoxville and 
Western railroad case was somewhat 
cleared today when it became known that 
the work of tearing up the road was being 
done under an order of the United States 
district court and those who physically op- 
posed the work are liable to serious pun- 
ishment for contempt. 

It seems that two years ago proceedings 
were instituted for a partition of the 
property among the owners, James FT. Wil- 
liams and H. Cleveland Beattie, of Green- 
ville. and J. D. Jack, of Augusta. The 
order was obtained but held in abeyance 
and the other side knew nothing of its ex- 
istence. On March 7th of this year an or- 
der was secured authorizing Albert W. An- 
derson to take up the rails and deliver 
them at Greenville under the partition or- 
ders. In accordance with this the dis- 
mantling was being done which it wag at- 
tempted to stop by injunction from Justice 
Gary, of the state supreme court, under 
which the workmen were arrested Satur- 
day 

lt is said the order of the federal court 
was exhibited to those who interfered with 
the work, but it was disregarded and 
yesterday affidavits were forwarded. to 
Charleston to secure the arrest, by the fed- 
eral marshal, of the men who interfered. 

The injunction proceedings come up to- 
morrow before Justice Gary at Abbeville, 
where the attorneys interested went today, 
Besides the prospect of a clash between 
the federal and State judictaries there ls 
possibility of trouble from the people along 
the read who threaten to resist with phy- 
sical force any efforts to tear up the road,

Tornado in Tefrell County.

Mrs, T. A. Pool, with her four little boys, 
was in their cottage when the storm struck 
and crushed it to the ground. An hour or 
two afterwards they were all rescued from 
the ruins, not one of them being seriously 
hurt. Mr. Pool, who was standing on the 
porch of his store, was carefully picked up 
by the big zephyr, lifted over the roof of a 
neighbor’s thouse and deposited without a 
scratch some sixty yards away. 

Mr. Gordon Cawthon, his wife and baby 
were in their pretty cottage when the wind 
unloosened the rafters from the flooring, 
blowing the superstructure away and leav- 
ing the inmates sitting unhurt or unscratah- 
ed in their chairs. 

Mr. Sellers had a large store. It was 
crumbled in a heap by the wind. Two negro 
customers who were inside when the torna- 
do struck are missing and are believed to 
be in the debris.

“Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 2.—There was a lively le- 
gal contest before Judge Speer, of the Uni- 
ted States court, today over the receiver- 
ship of the First National bank of Cordele, 
which resulted in Judge Speer ruling 
against his own receiver and deciding in 
favor of the receiver appointed by the 
comptroller of the currency of the United 
States. It will be remembered that on 
March lith, Judge Speer appointed Mr. 
Iverson L. Harris, of Macon, receiver of 
the Cordele bank on the petition of the 
Bank of Stewart County. When Mr. Harris 
proceeded to Cordele to take charge of the 
affairs of the bank it developed that on 
March 4th the comptroller of the currency 
had appointed F. R. Burgwyn receiver, 
but he had not yet put in.an appearance 
in Cordele. Mr. Burgwyn was in North 
Carolina at the time of his appointment 
and he declined the appointment, and on 
March 15th, the comptroller appointed Mr. 
George R. DeSaussure, of Atlanta, receiver, 
and he proceeded to Cordele to take charge 
of the bank, but found Judge Speer’s re- 
ceiver, Mr. Harris, in charge. On March 
4th, when the comptroller appointed Mr. 
Burgwyn receiver the comptroller at once 
telegraphed to President Bivins, of the Cor- 
dele bank, of the appointment, and notified 
him not to transact any further cous o 

The question of which receiver should act 
occupied the attention of the court ali the 
morning. 

The comptroller’s receiver was represent- 
ed by United States District Attorney Ma- 
rion Erwin, of Macon, and (Mr. F. F. Old- 
ham, who came from Washington,city as 
the special counsel of the comptroller. 
There was also present Mr. A. D. Lynch, 
of Washington, chief of bureau of insol- 
vent national banks. 

Hall & Wimberly, of Macon; Whipple & 
Thomson, of Cordele, representéd the Bank 
of Stewart County and Receiver Harris. 

The comptroller claimed that it was his 
right under the Revised Statutes of the 
United States to appoint the receiver, and 
moreover, he had acted in the matter seven 


days before Judge Speer. Hall & Wimberly, 


held that considering the averments in 
their petition that the president and cash- 
ier were engaged in efforts to wreck the 
bank, and as Judge Speer did not know 
that the comptroller had already appointed 
a receiver, Judge Speer was justified in ap- 
pointing a receiver. 

After hearing eiaborate arguments Judge 
Speer ruled that the comptroller’s receiver 
had precedence and, he would therefore 
have to dismiss Regeiver Harris. it was 
agreed, however, that Mr. Harris should 
be paid.$200 for the time he had acted as 
receiver amd the payment of the amount 
wil] be arranged by the comptroller. 

Exchange Bank Defendant. 

One of the interesting features of the 
above action against the bank of Cordeie 
is that the Exchange bank of Macon has 
been made a party defendant. 

The bank of Stewart county in its peti- 
tion for the appointment of a receiver for 
the Bank of Cordele avers that in contem- 
plation of insolvency and with a view to 
wreck said bank, J. W. Bivins, president of 
the First ‘National bank, and T. J. Bivins, 
‘cashier of said bank, acting in the name 
of said bank, transferred and assigned to 
the Exchange bank of Macon, named as a 
defendant, the bulk of its most available 
assets consisting of notes, bonds, bills of 
exchange and other evidences of debt 
owing to satd First Nationa] bank of Cor- 
dele, including its right, tithe and equity 
of redemption in $12,500 par value of United 
States bonds. Said transfer of assets to 
said Kxchange bank was made after acts 
ot insolvency and tn contemplation of acts 
of insolvency. That the Exchange bank of 
Macon is in equity and good conscience 
held and bound to restore said assets to 
the First National bank and asked that the 
receiver take charge of the assets and 
securities of the ‘Bank of Cordele which are 
held by the Exchange bank of Macon. 

The Exchange bank in its answer to the 
petition says, among other things, that on 
January 30, 1899, the First National bank 
of Cordele was indebted to the Exchange 
Bank in the sum of nearly %,000, secured 
by collateral] note. On January 30, 1899, the 
directors of the First National ‘bank in- 
structed its president and cashier to obtain 
a iloan from the Exchange bank of from 
$5,000 to $6,000 for the purpose of providing 
funds to meet the demands of its depositors 
and authorized them to pledge with the 
Exchange bank a policy for the sum of 
$10,000 on the iife of Joseph E. ‘Bivins, de- 
ceased, in the Provident Savings Life As- 
surance Society of New York, payable to 
said Bank of Cordele as a creditor of said 
Bivins. Also to pledge $5,000 of first mort- 
gage 8 per cent bonds of the Cordele Se- 
curity Company, and also such other pa- 
pers or securities as the president and 
cashier might think necessary. On Jan- 
uafy 3lst the Exchange bank accordingly 
loaned the Bank of Cordele $6,000. The Ex- 
change bank avers that it has every rea- 
s0n to believe that this loan, as well as the 
amount préviously borrowed, has been in 
the utmost good faith amplied to meeting 
tne demands of the Cepositors of the First 
National bank of Cordele. . ‘ 

The Exchange bank then as now owned 
‘fifty shares of the capital stock of the 
First National bank of Cordele’ and the 
two Messrs. ‘Bivins owned 316 shares. The 
loan by the Exchange bank would protect 
and preserve the value of the stock owned 
in said bank by them and benefit them, 
that in consideration thereof the two 
Bivins guaranteed to the Exchange bank

Ben Stocks Slays Jackson Duncan in 
: Greene County. 

Greenesboro, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
A negro, Jackson Duncan, was killed near 
Mt. Zion colored Baptist church, algout 
eight miles from Greenesboro, last night 
about 7 o’clock. Ben Stocks, the man who 
did the killing, is likewise a negro. From 
ali reports the difficulty which led to the 
murder grew out of a very trivial circum- 
stance. The Stocks negro suffers from a 
physical weakness and Duncan joked him 
concerning it. Stocks tecame infuriated 
and warned Duncan that if he repeated a 
remark he Had just made he would kill 
him. The offending negro did not heed the 
warning and repeated the words he had 
used in a ‘bantering manner, whereupon 
Stocks “dealt him a terfffic blow in the tem- 
Ple with a rock, breaking his skul] and 
knocking him senseless. Duncan died in 
about ten minutes after he was struck with 
the rock. Stocks escaped and is still at 
large. Negroes familiar with the circum- 
stances of the killing say it was almost 
without provocation and seem embittered 
Toward the murderer.

GOVERNMENT TO TAKE CONTROL. 


Savannah’s Quarantine Station Likely 
to Change Management. 
Savannah, Ga., March 2).—Negotiations 
are now pending between the national gov- 
ernment .and the Savannah city govern- 
ment by the terms of which the city quar- 
antine station may pass under the con- 
trol of the national marine hospital ser- 
vice. 
The mayor is favorably disposed toward 
the transfer of authority, believing the 
health of the city would not be less safely 
guarded, and that the local taxpayers 
woulg be saved $20,000 a year, the present 

cost of the quarantine. 

The negotiations are the outcome of the 
detention of government transports from 
Cuba with soldiers. Arrangements have 
been perfected whereby all soldiers from 
the West Indies will be stopped at Fort 
Pulaski, fourteen miles down the river, 
for disinfection and detention, hence if the 
quarantine station. passed into national 
control there will be no open door policy 
for incoming vessels from any infected 
port. .

BISHOP BECKER PRONGUNCES EULOGY 


St. Patrick’s Church, Largest in City, 
Not Sufficient To Hold the 
Great Throng Present. 


Augusta, Ga., March 20.—The funeral of 
Hon. Patrick Walsh, ex-United States sen- 
ator, and at the time of his death mayor of 
Augusta, took place this afternoon, and 
was participated in by the entire commu- 
nity: ~ 

The postoffice and places of Lusiness were 
closed, buildings were draped in black, flags 
were at half-mast, bells were tolled and 
the entire city united to do honor to the 
memory of Augusta’s most distinguisted 
citizen. 

“It is the largest funeral procession I ever 
saw, except Genera] Grant’s.’’ said Govern- 
or Candler, this afternoon, as he looked for- 
ward and backward from the carriage he 
occupied in the honorary escort along the 
long row of carriages and marching or- 
ganizations . 

Every available carriage that could be 
hired, besides private carriages that were 
tendered to the family, were needed to ac- 
commodate the family, public officials, hon- 
orary escort and pallLearers. 

There were marching in bodies in the pro- 
cession mounted policemen, the Order of 
Hibernians) Knights of St. Patrick, Sacred 
Heart Cadets, Benevolent Order of Elks, 
Richmond Academy Cadets, public school 
teachers and children, and many private 
citizens, 

Bishop Becker, of Georgia. proriounced the 
funeral eulogy and paid high tribute to the 
public spirit, patriotism and high char- 
acter of Mayor Walsh, whom he said had 
risen from humble and obscure beginnings 
to a seat in the United States senate, which 
he had honored while he occupied it. 

Governor Candler came from Atlanta to 
attend the funeral. Gaid he: 


‘Mayor Walsh was my lifelong friend 
and I never knew a purer and truer man.”’ 


St. Patrick’s church, which is the larg- 
est in the city, was filled to overflowing 
long Lefore the hour of the funeral and late 
arrivals could not get within a block of the 
church. From the church all the way to 
the cemtery, the long procession moved be- 
tween two walis of people, who lined the 
street on both sides. The grave was com- 
pletely covered and surrounded on all sides 
by floral pieces of elaborate and beautiful 
designs. 

Telegrams of condolence have been com 
ing in all day from all over the country 
from New York to Florida from prominent 
friends 6f Mayor Walsh. 


HE CRITICISES THE OFFICERS. 


General Young on the Ribtous Fif- 


teenth Minnesota Regiment. 

Augusta, Ga., March 4.—General Young 
has issued an order severely criticising the 
commissioned officers, and the finding of 
the courtmartial, in the trial of the rioters 
of the Fifteenth Minnesota regiment, which 
occurred March 4th and 5th., when one of 
their number was killed by a saloon kKeep- 
er.. He says in part: 

“The deplorabie inefficiency, incapacity, 
weakness and timidity: exhibited by nearly 
all of the commissioned officers present at 
the disgraceful and violent outbreak in the 
camp ‘is incredible, except on the abundant 
sworn testimony of said officers themselves. 
These officers stood expostulating, exhort- 
ing, pleading, but none of them attempted 
to shoot or fell the two or three leading 
men who were actually breaking in the 
storehouse door. The sworn details, it 
is thought, and in two cases at least, it is 
believed, courtmartial would have awarded 
the extreme penalty of the law. The Order 
from superior authority to immediately 
muster out this regiment is all that pre- 
cludes the bringing before the courtmartial 
those officers who proved themselves thus 
recreant, and it is with profound regret 
that the corps commander finds h:mself 
thus constrained to punish enlisted men 
while, through circumstances beyond his 
control certain officers, unworthy of the 
commissions they nad, are permitted to go 
home vith clean records.”’ 
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Drunken Policeman’s Narrow Escape. 

Columbus, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—Of- 
ficer Van Thompson, of the Phenix City 
police force, came to Columbus today to 
get on atear. He tried to ride horse back 
across the lower river bridge over the 
Chattahoochee - river. A few cross ties 
out, the horse stumbled falling half way 


‘between the rails and badly skinning its 


forelegs. Thompson was thrown on the 
tracks, but fortunately did not fall off, and 
was not seriously hurt.

FRIENDS OBJECT. TO PEST HOUSE 


Removal of the Sick from Their Homes 
- Arouises the Mexican Contingent 
and Officers Are Openly 
Defied and a Street 
Duel Ensues, 


Laredo, Tex., March 20:—The crisis in 


the disturbance here over the carrying out 
of the «state health officers’ regulations in 
Suppressing’ the smallpox epidemic seems to 
be past. When the work of removing 
the patients was resumed this morning the 
scenes of yesterday were repeated, and 
Captain Rogers, of the State Rangers, and 
four assistants attempted to disperse the 
crowd, but were ‘fired upon and Captain 
Rogers received a bullet in the left shoul- 
der. : 

The rangers returned the fire, killing 
Agapito Herrera, an ex-policeman, who 
was leading the rioters with a winchester, 
and another Mexican, and wounding a wo- 
man, a sister of Herrera, who had _ fired 
at the officers from the window of a hause 
nearby. Several other Mexicans were 
wounded, but the number cannot yet be as- 
certained, as they escaped in the crowd. 
Dozens of people report seeing wounded 
men, but how many saw the same ones is 
not Known. 

The shooting was followed by a number 
of scattered shots in different parts of 
that quarter of the city populated largely 
by Mexicans, and they were construed .as 
pre-arranged signals by the rioters for re- 
enforcements.

‘Upon my return to Nebraska I sent you

“ ‘Lincoln, Neb., March 15.—Hon. Belmont, 
Democratic Club, New York.—Invitation re- 
ceived.

I appreciate the 
compliment which.the democratic clu pays 
me in extending an invitagion, but I do not 
understand how individual opinions can be 
fgnored at a political gathering. You are the 
president of the club and represent the 
club before the public. Your position wpon 
public questions was well known in 1896 
and your telegram indicates that your po- 
sition has not been changed. My position 
upoh public questions is also well known. 
The antagonism between our Opinions is 
so great that we cannot with propriety 
join in a political banquet given in honor 
of democracy’s patron saint. 

“Jefferson stood for certain well defined 
principles. If your views are a correct re- 
flection of his ideas I fear that my voice 
would sound a discordant note at your ban- 
quet.

The last of the state troops ordered to 

Palmetto by Governor Candler returned 
to the city yesterday afternoon, reaching 
‘here shortly before 3 o'clock in command 
of Captain Hunter M. Course. 

On the train with the fifteen men of tho 
Atlanta company and in their fmmediate 
‘care was the negro Bigby, who was s0 
dangerously wounded in the assauit of the 
mob.. Bigby has been lying at the point 
of death with the lower portion of his 
body entirely paralyzed. It is believed 
that his death is only a matter of a few 
hours. 

The friends of Bigby at Palmetto were 
‘worrted about his fate, should the troops 
he ordered away from the town, some of 
them protesting that he would be killed by 
the whites in twenty-four hours. 

Governor Candler advised Captain Course 
by telephone Sunday afternoon to bring 
Bigby to Atlanta and place him in the 
Grady hospital, provided the civil authori- 
ties of the town did not object to his re- 
moval. The victim of the mob was ac- 
cordingly carried by the troops to the train 
and is now occupying a cot at the Grady 
hospital. 

Captain Course Reports. 

Captain Hunter Course, of the Atlanta 
Rifles, who relieved Captain Barker at 
Palmetto last Saturday afternoon, reported 
at once at the office of the governor upon 
reaching the city yesterday afternoon. He 
stated that the situation at Palmetto was 
quiet and that in his belief the causes of 
disturbance among the negroes had been 
effectually removed. The town had once 
more resumed its usual appearance and the 
business was going ahead in the village as 
if no calamity had happened at all. 

Captain Course took occasion to state 
in his report that the success of the mili- 
tia in preventing a riot in Palmetto that 
would probab!y thave ended with more fa- 
tal results than the work of the mob had 
been due in large part to the excellent 
judgment and courage of Captain Bar- 
ker. 

The trouble which was expected to re- 
sult in the town from the preaching in 
the negru churches last Sunday did not 
materialize, the preachers themselves be- 
ing warned in a friendly way by the au- 
thorities not to stir up the passions of th> 
negroes on the subject of the lyncuaing. 

Preacher Leaves Town. 

Thorp, the negro preacher who is be- 
lieved by many of the people of Palmetto 
to be at the bottom of much of the mis- 
chief taken part in by the negroes of the 
community, has left the town with his 
family and all his belongings and says 
he wili not go back again. One of the 
objects of Captain Barker in remaining in 
Palmetto until Sunday afternoon was to 
bring Thorp to Atlanta with him. Captain 
Barker stated yesterday that he is con- 
fident had the negro remained in the com- 
munity something serious would have hap- 
pened to him. 

Thorp, after realizing what the nature of 
the feeling was against him, was anxious 
to leave, and expressed a wish to Captain 
Barker to depart on the first train. His 
family was collected, dnd under the charge 
of Captain Barker’s men, came on to At- 
lanta Sunday afternoon. 

Try Negroes at Fairburn. 

The citizens of Campbell county who wish 
to see’ the reign of terror at Palmetto 
ceas2 have requested the governor, 
through Captain Course, that the negroes, 
four in number, who are held for arson 
and were not killed by the mob, be taken to 
Fairburn to be tried on the charge. 

The citizens of the county are not satis- 
fied that the trouble is whol'y at an end, 
and if the negroes are tried for arson at 
Palmetto, the fact of itself would cause 
much excitement.

NORTH CAROLINA 1S OFFENDED 


Sheriff Crossed Border To Arrest Without 
Requisitlon Papers, 


PETITION COMES FROM TOWNS COUNTY 


—— 


Should the Petition for Requisition 
Be Refused by Governor Candler 
Serious Trouble May Resu!t. 
Story of the Unusual 
Complications. 


The sheriff of Towns county, by going 
over into North Carolina without a requi- 
sition and there arresting a Georgian 
agcinst whom he held a warrant for a 
misdemeanor, has brought himself into 
serious troub'e, and possibly the state as 
well as himself. 

Governor Candler is expecting each day 
to find in his mail a communication from 
the governor of North Carolina demanding 
that the body of Sheriff Foster, of Towns 
county, together with his posse, be deliv- 
ered to the authorities of North Carolina, 
and asking that a warrant for their arrest 
be issued without delay. 

The well-to-do citizens of Towns county, 
who are the friends of Sheriff Foster, have 
written a letter to Governor Candler, which 
was received yesterday morning, informing 
the chief executive of the state of affairs 
and requesting him in case a requisition 
for the body of the sheriff and his posse 
is made by the governor of North Carolina, 
that he, Governor Candler, refuse to hon- 
or it. 

The communication was of a serious na- 
ture, and owing to the absence of Gov- 
ernor Candler from the city, it was imme- 
diately turned over to Attorney General 
Terrell, 

The petition, which was signed by some 
of the most prominent county officers of 
Towns county, stated that a man by tne 
name of Steediey, Who was generally looked 
upon in the border county as a blockade 
runner, had committed an oifense_ in 
Towns county that called for his arrest, 
but shortly aiter committing the deed 
Steedi¢y siipped across, the North Caro- 
lina line, Where he was CGencealed by somsz 
of his friends. Like many another border 
sheriff, Foster failed to reckon on the need 
for requisition papers, and locating Steed- 
ley at the home of his friends; at once 
collected his posse and marched across 
the line. Steedley was arrested and ‘jis 
now locked in tne Towns county jail 
awaiting trial. 

fhe triends of Steedley in the bordering 
Carulina county ‘have uetermined, it seems, 
to effect his reiease from prison, and carry 
him back to North Carolina, and have 
taken sieps with the governor of North 
Carolina ivoking to that end. 

The citizens of Towns county state on 
positive authority Uuhat the governor of 
North Carolina has acceded to the wish of 
the people in tne southern part of his 
state and will demand from Governor 
Candier the arrest of pneriff Foster at 
unce, 

dnere is much bad blood between the 
two communities that are separated by 
the state line, and it is feared by the 
owns county people that if Sherift Fos- 
ter and his men are takén into North Car- 
Olina they will be dealt summarily 
with by the North Carolinians. 

Accompanying the petition was a letter 
from the brother of Sheriff Foster, re- 
iterating Uhe facts regarding the arrest of 
Steedley and asking for the governor's as- 
sistance. 

lt appears from the letter that Steedley 
lived first in one state and then in another 
and did business as a blockade runner 
regularly. His arrest was greatly desired 
by the people of Towns county, but th: 
bold action of Sheriff Foster in proceed- 
Ing to make the arrest without authority 
is discountenanced by the officers of the 
law, 

Attorney General Terrell stated y:sterday 
that Sheriff Foster couid have been shoi 
down in his attampt to make the arrest 
and no one could have been held accounta- 
ble for the crime.

COL. OGLESBY REALS A PAPER 


Claimed Miles Was Responsible for 
Shackling of Mr. Davis. 


HARRISON ROASTS COOPER'S HISTORY 


State Revnion Will Probably Be Held 
Here During the State Fair—The 
Sponsor Question. 


At a meeting of Atlanta Camp Confeder- 
ate Veterans at the state capitol last night, 
Colonel T. K. Oglesby, former secretary 
to Alexander Stephens, read an interesting 
paper going to show that General Miles, 
now «ommander-in-chief lof the United 
States army, was to blame for the placing 
of irons on Jefferson Davis while the lat- 
ter was in prison. Colonel Oglesby cited 
many facts of history, mostly secured 
through Mrs. Jefferson Davis, to sustain 
his point. The paper was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 

The speaker showed a facsimile of the 
original order from Secretary of War 
Stanton to General Miles, which left it en- 
tirely within the discretion of General 
Miles as to how Mr. Davis was to be im- 
prisoned and guarded from escape. He ar- 
gued that it was wholly from a strong sec- 
tional feeling, and a desire to heap igno- 
miny upon the lost cause, that General 
Miles had the confederate’ chieftain 
shackled in his grim prison. The paper 
went to show that President Davis was in 
a weakened physical condition; that his 
cell was so situated and guarded that it 
would have been absolutely impussible for 
him to have escaped, even without the 
irons. : 

(Mrs. Davis was quoted as saying that 
Secretary Stanton himself visited Mr. Da- 
vis in the prison before the irons were 
placed upon him, and had stated he was 
entirely satisfied with the surroundings of 
the prisoner as to safety. 

Colonel Oglesby: further quoted Mrs. Da- 
vis, citing the many indignities heaped 
upon President Davis and also herself by 
General Miles during the imprisonment. ‘I'he 
action of the commander was compared to 
the conduct of General Grant, who, when 
he heard that General Lee and other con- 
federate leaders were about to be impris- 
oned, protested against such an indignity, 
and threatened to resign ‘this commission 
if such orders were carried out. Tie result 
was that the orderé were rescinded. 

Colonel Oglesby gave many seemingly 
incontrovertible arguments showing that 
General Miles was responsible for the hu- 
miliation of Jefferson Davis. 

Captain Harrison on History. 

Another interesting and important feature 
of last night’s meeting was the reading of 
a@ paper by Captain W. H. Harrison, giving 
a criticism of Cooper’s history of “Our 
Country,’’ or particularly to that part of it 
relating to the war between -the states. 

Captain Harrison claimed that the author 
had done the south a manifest injustice in 
not giving a fair statement of facts that 
led up to and transpired during the war. 
He cited several instances where he said 
the book was at fault, and denounced such 
publications as a slander on the lost cause, 
and as an evil influence against the mem- 
ory of the confederacy. This paper was 
also received with great enthusiasm. 

Several matters of importance were ccn- 
sidered by the camp. A movement is on 
foot to hgld a state reunion here during 
the state fair next October, and the At- 
lanta camp is heartily in favor of it. 

Commander Osborne, of Camp Walker, 
appeared ‘before the meeting last night and 
asked that Atlanta camp appoint a com- 
mittee to act jointly with a committee from 
Camp Walker to ask General Evans that 
such a reunion be held. ‘Phe sugestion met 
with great enthusiasm, and Messrs. Rod- 
gers, Caldwell and Motes were named as 
the committee. There is practically no 
doubt that the.reunion will be held. 

Sponsor Question Was Up. 

The question of reducing the number of 
sponsors at the annual reunions was aiso 
considered, Dr. Divine read the. resolu- 
tions recently adopted by the Daughters of 
the Confederacy asking that fewer spon- 
sors be named in the future. Dr. Fox 
moved that the resolution be indorsed, but 
the motion was never carried, and the 
camp appeared to be about equally divided 
on the question. : 

Captain W. D. Ellis took the position that 
if the “entertaining city was willing to en- 
tertain the sponsors, that they should be 
sent. He thought the great enthusiasm in 
the reunions should be Kept up; that the 
young women sent there were always roy- 
ally welcomed by the old soldiers, and that 
it would be a mistake to reduce the num- 
ber. 

H, H, Smith took the same view. General 
Evans stated any action taken by the camp 
would be useless, as General Gordon had 
already issued an order that only one spon- 
sor and one maid of ‘honor should be sent 
from each congressional district and each 
division, making twenty-four fair repre- 
sentatives in all from Georgia. He stated 
the camp could send a sponsor if it Ilked, 
but that the expense would have to be paid 
out of the camp’s treasury. Judge Calhoun 
then moved that the matter be referred to 
the general commandery, and the motion 
was carried. 

The camp will elect delegates to the 
Charfeston reunion at its next regular meet- 
ing. 


PORT ARTHUR CANAL FINISHED. 


Strip of Ground Remains for the Open- 
ing Exercises Only. 

Houston, Tex., March 2.—A special from 
Port Arthur says the-great Port Arthur 
canal is now an accomplished fact. The 
dredges finished the first cut a week ago, 
all but a strip of ground forty feet wide, 
which was left to cut through at the pig 
celebration next Saturday. 

The canal officials Decame aware of the 
fact that preparations had been made for 
another injunction, and that the papers 
were to be served Monday morning. This 
would have been the hardest blow of all, 
as the excursiuns from the north will start 
Tuesday and by Saturday morning fully 
5,000 people are expected to be here to par- 
ticipate in the festivities. In order to check- 
mate this scheme the dredge Florida was 
moved down to the meeting point last night 
and soon removed the last foundation on 
which an injunction can stand. The waters 
from the gulf now flow through the canal. 

The cutting through of the strip will 
make necessary a slight c in the pro- 
gramme, but aside from this it will not in 
any way interfere with the big celebration.

He Sent a Draft for Board Bill and 
New York Bank Turned It Down.

A, A. Klages, a young white man claim- 
ing New York as his home, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon about 1 o’clock by 
Call Officers Chosewood and Covington on 
a warrant from Charlotte, N. C., charging 
him with passing a bogus draft, 

Klages was arrested at the request of 
the clerk of the Arlington thhotel in Char- 
lotte, who claims that the young man gave 
a worthless draft on his mother in pay- 
ment for board at the hotel.

The hotel 
immediately telegraphed the police depart- 
ment here asking for the arrest of Klages, 
and Call Officers Chosewood and Coving- 
ton located him at the Alvin, on Marietta 
strect. 

The young man said that there must be 
some mistake, as his mother had always 
honored similar drafts, and said that th» 
paper must have been presented while his 
mother was away from home, 

“TI remained in Charlotte about eleven 
days,’ said Klages, last night, ‘and owed 
the Arlington hotel at that time $12 for 
board. I decided to come on to Atlunta in 
order to sell some goods, as l am at pres- 
ent traveling for a New York thouse, and as 
security for the board bill I left most of 
my baggage. When I arrived in Atlanta 
I at once mailed the hotel a draft for the 
necessary amount on my mother, who 
owns considerable property in New York. 

“Evidently this draft was presented by 
the bank officials at a time when my 
mother was not at home, and they refused 
to call again, and r-turned the paper to 
the hotel people in Charlotte marked 
worthless. That is the only explanation 
that I cun give of the affair, as my mother 
has always promptly honored every draft 
that I have drawn on her. It has been an 
understanding between us that whenever 
I am short of funds I shall draw on 
her and then return the amount when I 
make my collections.

True, the newspapers did make a howl 
about it, but it was his taste they assailed, 
not his sanity. Nok, as to the hat that 
the man in Washington wore. Why should 
the laws of custom become the laws of the 
land? It was probably the only hat the 
man had, and for the sake of appearance 
he probably wore it rather than go on the 
streets without any hat at all. As for that 
matter, that dress suit and the sweater 
were probably the only clothes that the so- 
called insane man had. But euppose that 
they were not, I claim that he had a right 
to wear anything that he wanted to, so 
long as ke covered his nakedness, and did 
not appear on the streets clad in an inde- 
cent manner. That’s just one example of 
the way that the courts are curtailing the 
rights of the citizens of this country. 

“Some time ago a city council out west 
passed an ordinance prohfbiting any one 
from whistling, “There'll be a Hot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight.’ Now, how’s that 
foor rustic lawmaking? If the taste of the 
people of any locality inclines them to 
whistle that or any.other old tune, what 
right has a.city council to make an effort 
to alter their repertoire? And now I come 
nearer home and am faced with the spitting 
ordinance here in Atlanta. I admit, at the 
start, that it is not a very elegant perform- 
ance to spatter the sidewalk with tobacco 
juice, but this is a matter of personal taste. 


provision to omit all non-resident spitters. 

“The state fair coming this fall will be 
very unfortunate unless the law is repeal- 
ed. Just imagine our country cousins being 
jerked up and rushed to the station house 
every time they unthinkingly expectorate 
on the sidewalk. Why, the whole male 
population of the city, as well as the vis- 
itors, would soon be in the station house, 
and a new court would Bave to be estab- 
lished to try the spitting cases. It would 
be out of the question to arrest one of- 
fender and let others go, but if it were pos- 
sible to arrest all who soil the immaculate 
sidewalks with saliva and tobacco juice, 
Decatur street will soon be depopulated and 
Fulton will have to rent some adjoining 
county to hold ‘all the offenders. 

‘I took the pains to count the spit stains 
on one block yesterday, and while my eyes 
are not good, I detected seventy-one fresh 
marks. Just think of it! None of those 
stains could have been over one hour old, 
and estimating the same number for each 
hour in the day, counting twenty-four 
hours, that would be 1,194 spits per day on 
one block. At a rough calculation I should 
say that there were at least 1,000 blocks in 
the ‘heart of the city, counting each aide 
of every street as one block, and at this 
rate we would have 1,194,000 offenders every 
twenty-four hours, within, say half a mile 
of the center of the city. Add to this the 
offenders in the outskirts of the city, and it 
is safe to say that there are at least a 
million and a half expectorations.in Atlanta 
during the day. 

“Just suppose that it were possible for 
the police force to arrest all of these of- 
fenders and possible for Judge Nash to fine 
all of them say 25 cents per spit, which 
would be cheap enough, that would net the 
city of Atlanta if fines,; exclusive of costs, 
$378,000 the first day that the law goes into 
effect ,provided that all the fines were paid. 
But of course that is impossible, unless we 
increase our police force by making all of 
the male citizens police; and buying some 
several hundred new patrol wagons. But 
estimating the present police force at 100 
men, it is safe to say that each of these 
men can easily arrest ten offenders the 
first day the law goes into operation, and 
this would amount to 2,000 arrests, which 
would amply fill our present police station. 

“But I hope the law will never be en- 
forced. Most men have to spit, just as they 
have to breathe, and men can’t stop to 
hunt a spittoon every time that they want 
to expectorate. If a law were passed. re- 
quiring the citizens to sweep their side- 
walks once and awhile, it would do more 
toward keeping the city clean. 

“It’s a very amusing law to me,” said 
the colonel, as he took careful aim at a 
cuspidor and missed it some five feet or 
more.

Placing the Responsibility. 

Surgeon General Walter Wyman re- 
pudiates a recent news item of Wasb- 
ington date which, by inference, repre- 
sented him as talking about “yellow 
fever in the south.” 

The Constitution, at the time of the 
original publication, made a vigorous 
protest against the loose use of terms 
in this respect. It was shown that the 
expression “the south’ covered an im- 
mense territory, and even if at one or 
two points there was yellow fever, that 
did not justify the use of so sweeping 
a@ geographical identification. To find 
the odd case of yellow fever in “the 
south’ would be like hunting a needle 
in a-haystack. It is with gratification 
we learn from Dr. Wyman that the loose 
description did not come from him, but 
from the correspondent who lacked the 
care which should mark his fraternity. 

Proceeding further than this, Dr. Wy- 
man makes a statement which is but 
too true. That is, that whenever the 
government has a report to make from 
the points of danger which occasionally 
become prominent in the south, they 
are preceded by local reports wildly 
sensational and disastrous. Irresponsi- 


* ble people, as well as those who should 


know better, unite in promoting a 
panic; the newspapers publish the devel- 
opments with scare headlines; sensa- 
tional and darkly-streaked maps of “the 
infected district” are spread abroad, and 
then we blame strangers for copying 
the very reports which we ourselves 
have made. The Constitution admits 
that this charge is too true; that our 
people have permitted themselves to be 
stampeded without reason, and that 
they have themselves furnished the 
clubs with which to beat down the 
business and health records of their own 
states. 

As far as The Constitution is con- 


cerned, we denounced this very weak- 


ness last year, and called upon our peo- 
ple to exercise common sense. Again we 
would call upon the people of the south- 
ern states to consider the condition 
carefully; to act with discretion when- 
ever danger arises in any community;

Still in the Depths. 

ovr long-time friend Henry Watterson 
continues to be in deep trouble with 
respect to the immediate future of the 
democratic party. He was not worried 
in 1896, for he was then in the vine- 
yards of sunny France, or gazing upon 
the frowning Alpine peaks in Switzer- 
land.

form unanimous support,” he is anxious

be retired or obscured; the democratic 
masses will not permit it.

Now, we need not inform Editor Wat- 
terson that the trust question involves 
the money question. No law can reach 
or restrain the trusts; they are~ more 
powerful than the law; and the statutes 
aimed at them lie dead. The only 
way to reach them or to render their 
baleful influence impotent is to increase 
the available supply of money, so that 
individual enterprise and energy’ may 
be able to secure the sinews necessary 
to carry on their business. If that is 
not the remedy, then there is none other, 
and Editor Watterson will find a new 
and more reasonable basis for his gloom 

‘We do not for a moment believe that 
Chairman Jones, in his anxiety to dis- 
cover the attitude of ‘tthe democratic 
party of New York state, confined his 
circular letter to the recalcitrant dele- 
gates who withdrew from the Chicago 
convention. Such a course would be a 
direct insult to the strong and enthusi- 
astic following which the party had in 
‘New York in 1896. 

In the midst of his gloom, Editor Wat- 
terson gives us a bird’s-eye view of the 
disasters that have attended the demo- 
cratic party sinc® the war; and it surely 
is a sorrowful spectacle. ‘We *®agree 
with Editor Watterson that these dis- 
asters were due to bad leadership, and 
any sensible democrat can put his fin- 
ger on the source and fountain of the 
trouble. It was the result of the sur- 
render of democratic principles at the 
dictation of democratic delegates from 
the east who represented. republican 
states. It was the result of dodging 
and hedging and evading important is- 
sues and it finajly ended in a division of 
the party in the south. ‘This divison 
was, in the main, a good thing, for it 
aroused the democratic masses and dem- 
onstrated to them the necessities of tak- 
ing the, affairs of their party out of the 
hands of the false leaders of the east. 

And 1896 was the year . of the revo- 
lution. If any poiitical platform .was 
ever made by the direct voice of the 
people, it was that platform. If any 
candidate was ever chosen by the dem- 
ocratic masses, Mr. Bryan is that candi- 
date. Not for forty years had the par- 
ty issued so complete a declaration of 
democratic principles, or nominated a 
candidate so truly representative of 
those principles. Editor Watterson, 
however, seems to have an idea that the 
democratic masses had no hand in the 
affair. Where he could have picked 
up such a notion it ig impossible to 
conceive. There were very few demo- 
cratic county conventions or mass meet- 
ings in 1896 preliminary to the Chicago 
convention that did not announce and 
demand the most vital declarations to be 
found in the platform. And this was 
done in the face of the tremendous in- 
fluence of the Cleveland adminstration, 
and in spite of the fact that many of the 
most influential leaders of the party 
“looked the other way’ and tried to stem 
the tide. 

Why should Mr. Watterson suppose 
that the Chicago platform as it is will 
be reaffirmed and the whole matter left 
there? ‘There will be a new draft of 
that document, and while the principles 
will be left intact, the old declarations 
will be amplified to fit existing condi- 
tions, and new ones added to meet the 
exigencies. But even this statement 
will not lift the gloom in which Editor 
Watterson gropes. He wants us to go 
back to the democracy of Tilden, but the 
truth is we have a better brand—the de- 
mocracy of Jefferson and Jackson.

Discussing Representation. 

The New York Press, somehow or 
other, feels charged with the mission 
of freeing republican national conven- 
tions from the domination of the rotten 
borough delegations from the south. 

This is an issue which is broad enough 
to be discussed upon a higher plane than 
that upon which The Press stands. As 
ours is a government by party, it is 
equally the interest of every citizen, re- 
gardiess of affiliation, that both parties, 
one of which must furnish the president, 
should be free from improper influence 
as well as from domination by rotten 
boroughs, whether it be Rhode Island 
in the democratic convention or South 
Carolina in the republican. But as The 
Press is more partisan than broad, it 
takes lower ground and makes a side 
attack upon the representation of the 
southern statés in congress. This leads 
it into stigmatizing ‘“‘the degenerate 


character” of the south’s representation 


in congress. The great crime of the 
south seems to consist in the fact that 
while the republican vote in three gouth- 
ern states named was 220,101 in 1876, 
it was only 12,063 in 1898. 

It ‘seems to us that The Press fur- 
nishes a full answer to its charge in 
the declaration which it makes, upon 
which it asks the exclusion of southern 
delegates from the republican conven- 
tion. These delegates, The Press de- 
clares to be “a body * * * who repre- 
sent nothing but a lively sense of favors 
received and an even livelier anticipa- 
tion of favors to come.” If these men, 
the flower of republicanism in the south, 
are socorrupt as to be unworthy of 
membership in a convention, are 
they not equally. unworthy of 
trust in actual government? Does The 
Press ask the péople of the south to 
permit government by men who are stig- 
matized by itself? If these men will 
sell their votes in the convention for 
“favors to come,” will they mot sell 
their votes for even smaller favors in 
hand? If they are so servile as well as 
corrupt that they have neither man- 
hood to maintain nor principles to pro- 
mote, why should the southern demo- 
crat, whose hands are busy with work, 
lose a day in voting when no adversary 
appears to contest the issue with him? 

The best thing The Press can do is to 
play shinny on its own side of the line; 
our side will be well taken care of.

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The Immunity of Atlanta. 

It is a remarkable and beneficent fact 
that Atlanta is singularly immune from 
the disastrous visitations which have 
been and are playing havoc with the 
less fortunate sections of the country. 

Cyclones and hurricanes have passed 
within a few miles of the city. They 
have devastated different sections of 
the county and wrought millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of losg_in property, and still 
heavier loss in life in the less favored 
parts of the United States, while Atlanta 
has never caught more than a slight 
symptomatic reminder of such disturb- 
ances. Just lately the south and some 
portions of the north have been in the 
throes of a devastating and death-deal- 
ing storm, while Atlanta only suffered 
enough weather to intimate that upheav- 
als of nature were occurring elsewhere. 


In other matters, such as epidemics 


of disease, Atlanta’s uniform good for- 
tune has served her in excellent stead, 
and while many southern cities were 
crouching before the yellow terror, and 
other timorous communities were wildly 


quarantining refugees from.the plague- 


stricken centers, Atlanta, the “city that 
sitteth on a hill,” opened wide her hos- 
pitable gates and gave unrestricted en- 
trance to those who were fleeing from 
The dangers of disease in distant and 
neighboring localities. And it is not 
recorded that any epidemic ever obtained 
such a foothold here ag to create cause 
for regret at such action. 

Surely, the city that can assert ana 
maintain this reputation for freedom 
from those scourges of nature and dis- 
ease which tell so fatally against emi- 
gration and development, and which 
therefore offers an asylum wherein all 
may be accommodated and given a 
chance to become prosperous with the 
growth of the community, must consid- 
er itself as destined for greater things. 
We, indeed, “havea clean bill of health,” 
as the nautical expression goes, and 
there is nothing to prevent us from en- 
tering safely and goon the harbor of 
success and prosperity.

| HON. PATRICK WALSH 


AS A PARTY LEADER

The Tost brilliant political achievement 
of the late Patrick Walsh was his success- 
ful leadership of the Colquitt forces in the 
memorable campaign of 1880. 

When the democratic state convention 
met in Atlanta that year its proceedings 
were the most exciting and extraordinary 
ever known in our annals. 

A majority of the delegates favored the 
renomination of Governor Colquitt, but a 
strong minority bitterly opposed him, and 
organized for a vigorous fight. 


Colquitt was under fire. There were 
many charges against him, and some of 
them reflected upon his integrity. It was 
natural, therefore, that he should seek a 
vindication from the people at large. 

Various candidates opposed him, but his 
strongest opponent was the Hon. Thomas 
M. Norwood. 

The question of the adoption of the ma- 
jority rule or the two-thirds rule was the 
first stumbling block in the way. 

In the Colquitt caucus some very able 
men, led by Mr. Walsh, favored the ma- 
jority rule, but Governor Brown advocated 
the two-thirds rule, believing that after 
a while Colquitt would gain a sufficient 
number of votes from the opposition. The 
anti-Colquitt men threatened to bolt the 
convention if the majority rule was 
adopted. 


One of the historians of that period says 
that Mr. Walsh was in favor of defying 
the opposition. He wanted to boldly make 
the issue, forcing the minority to acquiesce 
or take the responsibility of disintegrating 
the party by disobeying its action. 

In caucus and on the floor of the con- 
vention Mr. Walsh developed the most po- 
tential traits of leadership. When his 
sturdy, strong-set, firm-planted figure rose, 
his coat closely buttoned, shoulders thrown 
back, his head poised solidly on his stout 
neck, his determined, massive face gazing 
steadily forward, with his short, straight 
hair rolling back in a leonine fashion from 
the brow, and his resonant, compassing 
voice uttering, with a singularly strong 
emphasis, his clear-cut, direct sentences, 
he was a striking embodiment of force and 
earnestness, and he held the eager atten- 
tion of his hearers upon every ringing syl- 
lable. 


This superb Irishman never strayed into 
devious ways. He was as direct as the 
course of a cannon ball. 

His individuality was all the more im- 
pressive because he was neither nervous 
nor excitable. He was fearless and firm, 
and he could not be moved by menace or 
temptation, 

The two-thirds rule was adopted and Mr. 
Walsh was’ made temporary chairman of 
the convention, before the election of Hon. 
L. N. Trammell as permanent chairman. 

The policy of the Colquitt men, at first, 
was to conciliate. Their opponents, how- 
ever, were sharp, bitter and aggressive. 

After many ballots, on the third day, 
Dr. H. H. Carlton suggested a commit- 
tee made up of all factions to select a 
compromise nominee. 


Mr. Walsh met this proposition with his 
usual readiness. With cool deliberation, 
but with intense emphasis, he ‘said: 

“Mr. Chairman: Speaking for the distin- 
guished gentlemen whom I have the honor 
to represent, I will say to the convention 
that we have anticipated the resolution in- 
troduce@ by the gentleman from Clarke. 
and that we have conferred and have come 
to a decision, and the decision is to carry 
out the voice of the people of Georgia as 
expressed in nearly two-thirds of the coun- 
ties of this state (applause); and that voice 
is that Alfred H. Colquitt shall be the next 
governor of the people of Georgia (cheers). 
I say the people, in order to preserve the 
integrity of this party and to conform to 
its usages, have upon th’s occasion—and 
this occasion differs from no other state 
convention that has been held—sent us here 
to perform a formal duty. They have pass- 
ed upon it themselves, and I say we will 
not be true to the voice of the people if 
this convention does not nominate Alfred 
H, Colquitt! (Continued cheering.) In this 
great state a majority—nearly two-thirds— 
of the people prevail in that opinion, and 
the friends of Governor Colquitt, in a 
spirit of harmony, in a splrit of peace, 
and with a liberality that should be ad- 
mired and appreciated, have deviated from 
the usages and customs of .our party in 
the past ten years, by adopting the two- 
thirds rule. But gentlemen say that, itn 
former state conventions there was no 
reason why the two-thirds rule should have 
been enforced, because there was no oppo- 
sition. Why, sir, so much the more reason 
for the rule being used at all times in the 
democratic party. If it is to be so much 
respected there was all the more reason 
why it should have been adhered to in the 
former state conventions. But, sir, it was 
the voice of the men of brains, progress 
and patriotism that the rule should be re- 
pealed and the majority rule should -pre- 
vail! (Cheers.) I say we made these con- 
cessions in a spirit of harmony, in order 
to maintain the integrity of the party. 
But we have come to respect the will cf 
the people, and wé do not intend to depart 
from the city of Atlanta until we have 
nominated Alfred H. Colquitt! (Great ap- 
plause.) We have come here to do that 
if it takes us until Christmas to do it. (Re- 
newed cheering.)’’ 

Tremendous excitement followed, and the 
Hon. Tom Watson made his famous reply 
that before accepting Colquitt the minority 


of the party 


“Would nail to the mast its hoary flag, 
Set every threadbare sail, 

And give her to the god of storm, 
The lightning and the gale.”’ 


The twenty-ninth ballot was taken cn 
the fifth day. On the following day Mr. 
Walsh offered the following resolutions: 

‘“‘Whereas, After a long and tedious ses- 
sion of this convention, and continuous 
balloting, it appears that no nomination 
of a candidate for governor can be made 
under the two-thirds rule; therefore, be 
it resolved, That this convention recom- 
mend to the people of Georgia, Governor 
Alfred H. Colquitt as the democratic can- 
didate for the office of governor at the 
ensuing election, provided that this resoiu- 
tion shall not go into effect until three 
ballots shall have been had under the two- 
thirds ryle, and it is demonstrated that no 
nomination can be effected thereby. 

“Resolved, That a committee of nine, 
consisting of one from each congressional 
district, be appointed by the chair to notify 
Governor Colquitt of the action of ths 
convention and request his acceptance.” 

Mr. Walsh called the previous question, 
saying that the argument was exhausted, 

Tom Watson made a fiery protest. Dr. 
Carlton tried to nominate. Alexander H. 
Stephens by acclamation, and Mr. Walter 
R. Brown, of Fulton, ‘objected to sentence 
of death being passed upon the democratic 
party. 

Three more ballots were taken, and Col- 
quitt lacking fourteen votes, stoog as the 
recommended candidate of his party. | 
The convention adjourned, but the mi- 
nority delegates eemained in the hall and 
nominated Hon, Thomas M.. Norwood. 


Of that celebrated convention Clark

Mr. Walsh was as active in the campaign 
as he had been in the convention. Colquitt 
was elected by over 30,000 majority. Walsh's 
splendid work drew from Historian Avery 
the prediction that he would some day 
be governor of Georgia. 

He missed the gubernatorial chair, which 
he never sought, but he made a noble 
record as a United States senator. 

He was a successful party leader, but 
he was also something incomparably high- 
er and better. As a public sp rited journal- 
ist, he was a powerful factor in the de- 
velopment and progress of Georgia, and 
every river rolling from ovr mountains 
to the sea, and turning the wheels of cur 
countless factories, should chorus his 
praises in the solemn diapason of their 
roaring waters.

present administration. Owing to the cir- 
oumstances, before indicated, under which 
Mr. McKinley seeks his renomination, the 
time for righting it assuredly has arrived. 
The president, vice president and chairman 
of the national committee cannot find in 
the whole fleld of politics a more profitable 
subject for their discussion. For renomina- 
tion will find a new glory in the realization 
by the country that it proceeds in no de- 
gree from the factitious approval of a body 
of delegates who represent nothing but a 
lively sense of favore received and an even 
livelier anticipation of favors to come.

It not alone serves as 
a receptacle for the food, but it accom- 
plishes a limited part of the digestive pro- 
cess, acting on certain kinds of food only. 
It is, however, not indispensable, as is 
proved by experience in these two cases. 

Danger in Sewer Gas. 

Editor Constitution—What‘is sewer gas? 
Is it poisonous? How long does a soil pipe 
have to be to create gas, and how danger- 
ous is it in dwellings where the water- 
works and soil pipes are not properly fixed 
up? BURTON & BON. 
Opelika, Ala., March 15, 1899. 

Sewer gas is sewer air—that the air 
in a sewer. It may or it may not be pol- 
sonous. Its character depends upon the na- 
ture of the volatile products of decomposi- 
tion of the organic matter in the sewer and 
possibly upon the presence of specific dis- 
ease germs derived from the sick who use 
fixtures connected with the sewer. 

The presence of these products in varying 
quantity and proportion, or their absence, 
must determine the influenee of this air 
or gas upon exposéd persons. The kind of 
contamination, the extent of ong = in 
consequence of more or less free ntila- 
tion in«the dwelling, and other factors 
measure its danger. Soil pipes do not create 
gas. The contents of soil pipes and of sew- 
ers—the sewage—supply the infective 
principle when such exists. There ought 
te be no danger of sewer air entering 4 
building if the plumbing is properly done 
and is fitted with adequate traps, fresh 
air inlets and sufficient vent pipes.

Several Members Were Out of the City 
and Little Business of Import- 
ance Was Transacted—The 
Report of the Street 
Committee. 


Owing to the absence from the city of 
Mayor Woodward, Mayor Pro Tem. Mitch- 
ell, Adlermen Rice and Mayson, and Coun- 
cilman Dozier, the regular meeting of the 
city council yesterday afternoon developed 
little of any special interest outside the 
library matter. 

The tmportant matters scheduled for this 
session, including the election of the sink- 


ing fund commissioners, were ‘postponed 


until Thursday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, 
when an adjourned meeting will he held. 


The absentees will be back by that time. 

The most important business transacted 
yesterday afternoon was the formal ac- 
ceptance of the proposition of the Young 
Men’s Library Association relative to the 
new Carnegie library. This proposition was 
made to the finance committee last week. 
It was given a favorable report by the 
financiers and was unanimously adopted by 
the council yesterday afternoon. The mat- 
ter will go before the aldermanic Loard 
Thursday Afternoon and immediately after- 
wards to the mayor. There is no doubt that 
it will pass the board, and hardly any doubt 
that the mayor will sign it. The city will 
then proceed to elect the twelve directors 
of the new institution, probably at the next 
reguiar meeting of the council, two weeks 
hence. 

A meeting of the Young Men’s Library 
directors hag Leen called for Thursday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock, when the committee- 
men delegated to appear before the council 
with the new library proposition will make 
its formal report. It will then be the duty 
of the directors to ratify the action of the 
committeemen, and the membership must 
agree with the action of the board of di- 
rectors. The officers of the library appear 
to be well pleased with the way the matter 
has been settled, and say there will be no 
trouble in securing a favorable vote from 
the membership. 

The terms of the agreement have been 
published fully in The Constitution. The 
directors of the present library nominate 
eix directors, and the city elects twelve, in- 
cluding the liLrary nominees—six to repre- 
sent the city and six to represent the Young

A resolution was adopted by the council 
yesterday afternoon accepting the gift of 
the Young Men's LiLrary with the thanks 
of the city. 

Turner Ig Provisional Mayor. 

In the absence of Mayor Woodward and 
Mayor Pro. Tem. Mitchel) yesterday, Clerk 
Greene called the council to order, and Al- 
derman Turner was unanimously chosen 
provisional mayor pro tem. and presided 
over the meeting. He will act as the chief 
executive of the city until Mr. Mitchell or 
Mayor Woodward returns. 

The street committee, which has been 
busy for several weeks inspecting property 
where improvements were asked, made the 
following recommendations of appropria- 
tions yesterday afternoon, which were all 
adopted without opposition: 

To macadamize Fifth street from Peach- 
tree to West Peachtree, cost $700. 

To macadamize Butler street from Edge- 
wood avenue to Houston, cost $1,200. 

To macadamize Grant street from Wood- 
ward avenue to Georgia avenue, cost $2,000, 

To macadamize Tatnall street from 


Mitchell street to Nelson, cost $1,600, 


To macadamize Park street from Lee to 
Ashby, cost $500. 

To macadamize West Hunter street from 
Chestnut street to city limits, cost $500. 

To macadamize Gullatt street from Wood- 
ward avenue to Glenwood avenue, cost $750. 

To macadamize College street from Edge- 
wood avenue to Butler, 450 

To macadamize Juniper street from Fifth 
to Sixth streets, cost $500. 

To macadamize Linden street from Pied- 
mont to Courtland, cost $600 

To macadamize Howard street from 
Peachtree to West Peachtree, cost $400. 

To macadamize Jones avenue from the 
bridge to Gray street, cost $1,200. 

To macadamize Hurt street from FEdge- 
wood avenue to Euclid avenue, cost $1,000. 

Insurence Policies To Be Canceled. 

The report of the finance committee rec- 
ommending that the mayor be instructed 
to cancel the insurance policies on the sta- 
tion house and all the Lrick schoolhouses, 
and to insure the frame schoo! buildings for 
only 60 per cent of.their yalue was unani- 
mously adopted, 

The report of the finance committee rec- 
ommending that the bill of Dr. Olmsted for 
yellow fever services be paid, was also 
adopted. Dr. Olmsted will get his money this 
week, 

Several communications from property 
owners on Porters alley, offering to donate 
frontage for the widening of that thor- 
oughfare, ‘were ‘sent to the street commit- 
tee. It is probable this alley will be con- 
verted into a first-class street. 

The aldermania board returned without 
having concurred therein the papers seek- 
ing to open a new street through the prop- 
erty of Spellman seminary. The councli 
voted to disagree with the verdict of the 
board and a eonference committee, consist- 
ing of Aldermen Day and Kilpatrick and 
Councilmen Harwell, Burns and Hammond, 
was appointed to take the matter under ad- 
visement. This committee will make a re- 
port at the adjourned session Thursday. 

The ordinance committee introduced an 
ordinance levying a tax of $75 on bicycle 
dealers or others for every Licycle frame 
stationed on the sidewalk for the purpose 
of exhibiting bicycles. Action thereon was 


deferred until Thursday. 

President Lyman Hall, of the Techno- 
logical school, recently presented a petition 
to the council asking that his students be 
allowed to ride their bicycles on the side- 
walks on North avenue, on account of the 
impassibility of the street. The police —

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“*The great mistake all you southern ed- 
itors make is to prate about your democra- 
cy, while you practice aristoeracy. . All you 
southerners think yourselves better than 
the people of the west, when the truth is 
that you really’ know nothing about us.’ 

“These were about the first words that 
Editor Joseph Medill ever spoke to me,” 
Mr. T. C. DeLeon gaid yesterday to a 
Constitution reporter. ‘I had gone to Chi- 
cago in 1870, mainly to see the great editor 
and at his suggestion. Two years before I 
had gone to The Mobile Register as col- 
league of Hon, John Forsyth, and had 
éarly seen that the only hope for material 
upbuilding of the cotton south lay in new 
producing population and in utilizing her 
gulf ports as outlets and inlets for western 
trade. My colleague, Colonel Forsyth, was 
wholly absorbed in politics, and was, in his 
more courtly way, as ingrained in his theo- 
ries ag was Colonel Medill in those which 
made him the leading spirit of that famous 
Cleveland conference of twelve in 1854, 
whereat the republican party was born of 
its senile Whigdon. 

‘Medill never forgave Forsyth for some 
allusions (which he considered slurs) to 
western ideas and habits, and which, he 
said, not unjustly, grew out of ignorance 
of the new, sturdy and progressive popula- 
tion of his section, -But the great Chicago 
editor, while sometimes bitter and unforgiv- 
ing, was- never hide-bound about anything 
that could properly bé labeled ‘progress.’ 
He had taken great interest in a series of 
editorials I wrote under the general head of 
‘Ther Natural Alliance. They were to 
shown the western press and people the now 
fantiliar truth, that a plumb line dropped 
from Chicago would splash with its lead 
the waters of Mobile bay; that the straight 
line distance between South and Cenfral 
American markets and the great pan-Amer- 
ican meathouse and granary cut the great 
gulf ports every time. These articles Joseph 
Medill copied and commented on in his 
vigorous way, and there is no doubt that 
the seed The Tribune thus sowed advan- 
taged our section infinitely more than any 
iteration by our own press could have done. 
He. corresponded with me as to facts and 
distances, and the outcome of letters was 
the conference quoted. I naturally defend- 
ed my colleague and tried to convince Mr. 
Medill that he knew as little about our 
people as he thought we did about his, 

‘He retorted: 

“Jétin Forsyth and your paper look on 
us as commoners and mudsills, and there 
can he no real allianee, as you call it, un- 
til you men@ the error that you are better 
than all other people. You're good enough 
maybe, but there are other good people in 
the world. You southern editors should get 
up and stretch,’ 

“Those were almost his exact words, and 
at that moment they were true enough to 
make refutation a bit difficult. The south 
was then in mid-throes of the reconstruc- 
tion stupidity: was bound, gagged and 
plundered by aliens; Alabama was sore and 
sullen and her press outspoken, to the 
point of suppression by the bayonet. But, 
even then, practical men were looking to 
that future which has now come. 

“In later days I raet Mr. Medill many 
times. He was always blunt and uncom- 
promising as to the errors of our press, 


reconstruction which his astuteness and 
clear foresight showed him was for mutual 
gain and national interest. Always direct, 
often gruff, and in later days irritable 
from almost absolute deafness, the great 
editor never failed to back up any practical 
suggestion I made him that looked to mu- 
tual advantage of the sections. A strict 
party man and bitter as a partisan, Mr. 
Medill was emphatically a national man 
also.’’

ARE ON BAD TERNS 


The Central and the Aflanta and 
West Point Are Strangers, 
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FORMER MAY BUILD NEWTRACK 
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Evidently the Purpose Is To Embarrass 
the West Point 
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RELATIONS STRAINED AT ALL POINTS 


—_———— 


The Cut to 3 Cents in Passenger Rates 
to Suburban Points by the Cen- 
tral Is a Blow at the Con- 
solidated Street Rail- 
way Company. \ 


It is reported that the Central railroad 
contemplates building a new track from the 


city out to East Point. 

There are two tracks now between the 
city and East Point. One is owned by the 
Central, ang the other by the Atlanta and 
West Point road. These lines have a con- 
tract by which they use each other’s tracks, 
all trains coming on the track, and out- 
going trains using the other. 

Recently the Central started to build 
a new track at Oakland, but was enjoined. 
It was suspected at the time that this 
new track was put down for the purpose 
of embarrassing the Atlanta and West 
Point, and giving it additional trouble in 
reaching its own main line track with its 
proposed belt line, 

It is understood, however, that the Cen- 
tral seriously contemplates its new track 
on to East Point, if the injunction is dis- 
solved. In that event the Central would 


have a double track of its own while the 


West Point road would have only one 
track, Then if the Central chose to stop 
operating over the West Point’s rails, the 
latter company would be somewhat incon- 
venienced, as it would have but one track 
Over which to operate incoming and out- 
going trains. The West Point rails are on 
the Central's right of way, and there is 
not room enough to allow the Atlanta anid 
West Point to put down another track, 

The Central and West Point do not seem 
to be on as good terms as they were a 
few months ago. At every point where 
they touch each other, the Central is said 
to give the West Point the worst of it, but 
while there has been, no Open rupture be- 
tween the two cempanies, they are not cn 
the best of terms. ‘This seems to have 
grown out of the belt line litigation. It 
ig said that the Central’s executive officers 
resent the way in which they were left 
out of the confidence of the Atlanta and 
West Point, the Georgia, and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, when arrangements 
were being made to build a belt line. It 
was developed in the recent injunction case 
that President. M. H. Smith, President 
George C. Smith and General Manager T. 
K. Scott conferred together and arranged 
the preliminaries, but kept everything 
secret from President Comer and Vice 
The rep- 
resentatives of the three roads were afraid 
that the Central would interfere with their 
plans, and so did not take the Central into 
their confidence. 

There was some talk a few days ago of 
a compromise being reached between the 
Central and the West Point, over the belt 
line litigation, but so far as can be learned, 
nothing has developed which looks like #n 
early agreement between the companies. 
Until lately is was generally supposed 
that the West Point road would join the 
Central and Southern railway in building. 
a handsome new paszenger station on some 
Site other than the location at Wall and 
Pryor streets, but in the conference last 
week the West Point appeared to- be in 
favor of the station on the old site, ard 
the Southern seemed to be in favor of it as 
much as any of the other companies. This 
left the Central with its plans for a station 
at Forsyth and Alabama streets playing 
a lone hand, If all the other roads favor

THE NEW HOTEL TO BE ERECTED AT TALLULAH FALLS 


Work was begun yesterday by Contractor 
Wagener on the new hundred-room hotel 
at Tallulah Falls. This recalls some 
interesting thistory about that re- 
sort, which, a few years ago, was 
the most popular in the southern states. 
Ten years ago a society crowd that at- 
tended the commencement of the state uni- 
versity made an immediate pilgrimage to 
Tallulah to recuperate, and from the time 
of the Athens commencement until the 
end of the season the place was crowded 
with people from New Orleans, Mobile, 
Charleston and several other southern 
cities. 

The Southern railroad had an agreement 
with the city of Athens to build a line from 
Cornelia, on the Southern railroad, through 


' Tallulah Falls—the then terminus of the 


Blue Ridge and Atlantic railroad. They 
did not think, however, that this would 
be profitable at that time, and secured a 
release from their contract from the city 
council of Athens, on the condition that 
they would construct the Macon and 
Northern railroad. For his_ services in 
securing this agreement from the city 
council of Athens, Judge William Bailey 
Thomas was given the Blue Ridge and At- 


tanta railroad. UWpon this property a large 
loan was afterwards secured, and when it 
became due a receiver was appointed, who 
held the property until/last year. It was 
then bought in and the Tallulah Falls rail- 
road was organized. is company has

Sage for putting in serviceable condition 
the road for the entire twenty miles, in- 
cluding various trestles; so that by taking

Tallulah will be within less than three 
hours’ ride of Atlanta. 

Since the day of its former popularity, 
the Grand View hotel, which was one of 
the old land marks, has been destroyed by 
fire, leaving the Cliff house as the only 
hotel, 

The Tallulah Reservation, which is the 
name of the company constructing the 
new ‘hotel, has closed a contract with Fred 
Wagener, the contractor of Atlanta, for a 
first-class one-hundred-room hotel, which

plumbing, that will carry 
spring water throughout the house; steam 
heat, open fireplaces in every room, ete. 
The plans were drawn by Bleckly & Tyler, 
architects, after the old colonial style. 
The company has purchased 260 acres of

fand, almost as level as a billiard table, 
well watered by several bowl springs, cut 

n two by the Tallulah Falls railway, 
fronting 1,000 feet above the Tallulah river, 
on what is known as the “Grand Chasm.” 

The site is in Habersham county, which 
was before the war the resort of some of 
our ablest statesmen, who retired there to 
secure the rest induced by the climate and 
beautiful scenery. Among others, were 
General Toombs and Governor Brown, the 
latter’s birthplace being in full view of 
the hotel site. 

Habersham county is one of the two 
counties out of the whole union marked on 
the health map prepared by the govern- 
ment as white, being one of the two coun- 
ties out of 50O in the United States 
which has the lowest death rate, as shown 
by the statistics. The other county that 
shares this distinction is located in the 
highlands of Colorado.,It is stated that the 
average longevity of the people of Haber- 
ham is fifty-five years. 

The tract selected for the hotel site is 
some fifty feet higher than the town of 
Tallulah Falls, and is a little over 2,000 
feet above the sea level. The temperature 
is remarkably equable, and in a monograph 
prepared“by a resident physician 


shown that the climate of this region is 
unusually free from humidity. The land 
selected is immediately on the Grand 
Chasm, and in fine sight of several of the 
falls and the most picturesque windings of 
the river. 

The name of Tallulah Reservation is 
given the property, first, because the en- 
tire region of north Georgia is full of the 
legendary lore of the Indians, who former- 
ly inhabited this region—the word ‘“Tal- 
lulah,”’ by which the _ rived _ is called, 
“signifying in the Indian vernacular ‘‘Ter- 
rible;’’ and, second, because the word 
“reservation,” while carrying out the In- 
dian idea, at the same time conveys the 
information that it is a private estate. The 
hotel will be known as the Tallulah Lodge. 

Tallulah is known as one of the most 
beautiful spots of its kind in the world. 
There the Tallulah river dashes through a 
narrow gorge in the Blue Ridge mountains 
for many miles, making what is known as 
the Grand Chasm, a beautifuf and pic- 
turesque gulch over a thousand feet deep. 
The town of Tallulah is nestled in the Blue 
Ridge mountains, and jts geographical lo- 
cation completely shelters it from the flerce

PALMETTO TROUBLE 


Baptist and Methodist Ministers Took | 
‘Action Yesterday. 


HELD SEPARATE MEETINGS 


“Matter Was Fully Discussed and the 


Mob Condemned. 


A NUMBER OF RESOLUTIONS WERE PASSED 


Some Lively Talks Were Made and 
Both Meetings Were Unusually 
Interesting. 


Two important meetings of ministers were 
held in Atlanta yesterday morning. One 
of these was of Methodist mnisters and the 
Other of Baptist ministers. At both meet- 
ings the “Palmetto tragedy was the livest 
topic of discussion and resolutions relative 
to the affair were unanimously adopted by 
both Lodies. 

All of the clergymen condemned the Pal- 
metto affair and some of theng had lively 
talks to make on what’*was characterized 
as a “brutal, dastardly and cowardly assas- 
Sination,”’ , 

At the meeting of Methodist ministers the 
following resolutions were introduced by 


Rev. W. P. Lovejoy: 

“The courts of the land are established to 
protect every citizen, especially the weak- 
est, in the enjoyment of his constitutional 
rights of life and liberty. The purpose and 
work of the mob is at war with all law, a 
menace to life, a destroyer of liberty, the 
promoter of anarchy. Mob law is no law; 
mob rule jives and thrives by lawlessness. 
Under it all ‘nterests-suffer. The law- 
abiding citizen has no guarantee that his 
home is his castle, or that the lives of his 
loved ones are safe from the bullets of out- 
laws and assassins. A trial without judge 
or jury and often with insufficient proof of 
guilt or none at all, the privilege of defense 
denied, followed by execution so swift as to 
shock the sensibilities of a savage, is a 
hideous farce. 

*‘Resolved, therefore, That we*unite with 
all law-abiding citizens in condemning in as 
strong language as we can command the 
horrible work of a lawless band on the night 
of the i6th of this month, at Palmetto, 
whereby four prisoners charged with arson 
were shot to death. These alleged murder- 
ers have made it impossil.le, by killing the 
one witness, who, it is alleged, confessed 
to the crime or arson, to convict other par- 
ties who had a hand in the burning at 
Palmetto.”’ . 

Dr, Ellis {ntroduced a resolution urging 
the citizens of Palmetto an@ Campbell} coun- 
ty to discover the guilty parties and bring 
them to justice. 

Rev, J. B. Allen offered a reslution ten- 
dering the sympathy of the organization to 
Governor Candler and others in authority 
in their efforts to prosecute the guilty par- 
ties. 

The resolutions were discussed at length 
by W. P. Thirkield, Chaplain Nave, Rev. 
Cary and Dr. Stradley, and were unani- 
mously adopted. : 


Baptist Ministers Meet.

At thie meeting of the executive board, 
which was held an hour earlier than the 
regular meeting, all the standing commit- 
tees were appointed.

It has been decided that the association 
will be represented at the state fair and the 
members will conduct a tunch room at the 
grounds, the proceeds to go toward the 
maintenance of the temporary home. The 
organization now has options on several eq- 
cellent concessions and it is probable that 
all arrangements will be perfected at an 
early date.

Those who have already agreed to furnish 
rooms in the home as memorials are: Mrs.

Thus far those who have pledged them- 
selves to contribute toward the rent and 
maintenance of the home are: Mrs. Hugh 
Inman, $10 per month for one year; Mrs.

LAWYERS IN AN ALTERCATION 


TWO PROMINENT ATTORNEYS OF 
MONROE FIGHT. 


Arnold . Meets Cox: dn the Public.

Mr. Arnold's friends in ‘speaking of the 
affair state that on ntimerdus occasions in 
the past Colonel Cox thas’ made remarks 
concerning Arnold that ‘were not only un- 
complimentary, but discourteous. *The last 
straw was added Saiurday when Colonel 
Cox, in pleading an injunction before Judge 
Russell in Winder, made the statement 
that there was something very mysterious 
in the line of action pursued by Arnold, | 
who had been the first to bring suit and 
then had ordered his name stricken from 
the list of creditors who brought suit. Mr. 
Arnold was not present at the Winder 
court, but was informed of the statement 
later. Mr. Arnold, meeting Cox today, 
asked him for an explanation. Cox was 
abrupt in his manner, which further in- 
cénsed Arnold. He turned to walk away 
and as he did so was struck on the head 
by Arnold with his walking cane, proceed- 
ing at once to use his fists when inter- 
rupted by Mr. R. ‘H. Gerver.

On light foreign buying and 
ecattered “lg x Pg local maoet acceenth, 
prices at the opening were unchange 
points higher, this being increased to 4 
matter of 2 to 4 points shortly after the 
call. Before the end of the first half hour 
estimates for an increased crop movement 
commenced to pour in and the posting of 
the official weather bulletin showed cli- 
matic conditions over the belt to be gen- 
erally favorable to active and widespread 
plantation work. Together with these in- 
fluences rumors were in circulation to the 
effect that southern spot markets were 
weakening under an absence of buyers and 
urgent offerings, and that farmers were 
making every effort to duplicate last year’s 
‘acreage. The a ance of a few selling 
orders from Wall street houses only was 
‘needed to start a liquidating movement, the 
iike of which has not been witnessed for 
‘over a year at least. Prices melted away 
{n a most surprising way with the bull 
‘crowd badly demoralized. Stop orders were 
‘reached after the first ten point 4rop, thus 
‘releasing large blocks of cotton theld by 
outside investors. The bear faction pounded 
the market with might and main, being 
i+made confident by the successes scored dur- 
‘ing the past ten days. At the lowest figures

ss caused a rise equally as rapid as 
nad been the break, ailthougth the reaction 
‘was less extensive.

SUGAR AND MONEY| 


They Were the Controlling Features in 
Stocks Yesterday. 


MONEY REACHED 9 PER CENT 


Sugar Made New High Record, Then 
Eased—Stocks Closed Weak with 
Mixed Net Changes. 


New York, (March 20.—The st6ck market 
after a sensational movement in Sugar and 
the local transportation shares closed weak 
with mixed net changes. Interest centered 
largely in Sugar, in which the transactions 
were over 191,000, with a total of about 400,- 
000 shares. Sugar opened with an advance 
of about 8 points, ran off 3% and then 
touched 182 with a subsequent plunge of 
18 points, closing with a net loss of about 
8 points. The extraordin movement of 
this stock had a wide influence in other 
directions. Brooklyn Transit was lifted over 
6 points, and then lost much of the gain. 
Prenounced strength appeared in the Van- 
derbilts, Union Pacific,- Northwestern, the 
Coalers and Chicago Terminal preferred, 
while some of the internationals thade a 
show of strength in the early dealings in 
sympathy with the higher range in London. 
The Tobacco stocks were extremely fever- 
ish. American Tobacco broke 642, rallied 9 
and left off with a loss of 2; Continental 
Tobacco slumped 14%/and was off 3 points 
at the close. The Hquidation in these stocks 
was attributable to the reported formation 
of a new opposition tobacco company. Man- 
hattan retained the greater part of a 4-point 
risé. re was a disposition of the pro- 
fesional elements to iet commission houses 
purchasers thave stocks and subsequently, 
while Sugar was tumbling and call money 
reached 9 per. cent, prices were freely of- 
fered down. Standard stocks, while easing 
with the recent market receded in an or- 
derly manner, and the reaction in these 
securities from the best did not exceed 2 
points except in exceptional cases. Money 
on call toward the close eased with the 
last loan at 4 and offered at 3, but the mar- 
ket failed to respond to the changed condi- 
ticns due tothe supply of money offered 
and the reaction was unchecked to the end. 
The strength in Brooklyn Transit was coin- 
cident with a published interview with the 
president ef tne Brooklyn railroad to the 
effect that an exchange’ of a majority of 
the Brooklyn elevated stock for Brooklyn 
Transit stock had been arranged. The ad- 
vance in Union Pacific and New York Cen- 
tral was timed with the announcement of 
the return of the leading interest in Van- 
derbilt stocks and gave rise to a renewal 
of rumors that Union Pacific might be 
absorbed by the New York Central. The 
opinion was expressed, because of the ac- 
tion of the market, that the rise in London, 
which was a purchaser at the opening only, 
was manipulated ‘from this side to facili» 
tate the liquidation which was evident in 
the market. *

Talk of increased foreign offerings, weak 
cables, small export demand and a subsi- 
dence of the recent sensational crop dum- 
age reports from the middle west sum up 
the weat position. Holders have let go 
large amounts, and the short interest being 
small, the market received but little sup- 
port from wvulls or bears. Argentine wheat 
shipments show up considerably less than 
expected, though still in excess for the week 
of a yeur ago. For 37 weekh since July 
ist they have amounted to 9,065,000 busheis, 
compared with 8,696,000 for the correspond- 
ing period a year ago, 3,240,000 In 1897, and 
1,320,000 in 1896. A.feature of interest is 
the continued large percentage of Amerie@an 
wheat in the Liverpool! arrivals, showing 
268,000 centals out of 296,000 from American 
ports for the first ‘half of the present week. 
It would seem that considerable buying had 
been quietly done on this side, which had 
gone unreported to maintain these receipts.

“Boston is to have the finest clubhouse 
for women in the country,” according to 
a@ reliable northern publication, which 
writes of the enterprise as follows: 

“The old houses numbered 13 and 15 
Beacon street are being demolished to 
make way for the new building, and the 
work of construction will be begun as soon 
as the ground is cleared. The site is the 
finest on Beacon hill, commanding a view 
down Beacon street, across Tremont and 
through School to Washington, and up 
Beacon street to the statehouse and the 


common. The building will be a modern) 
ten-story structure, covering an area of. 


64x84 feet, in the Renaissance style of arch- 
“{tecture, the upper portion of marble, the 
middie of brick and the lower of stone. 


The top will be ornamented with a colun- , 


nade, richly decorated with eornices. and 
other effective features. From the little 
balconies at the top of the building exte.14- 
ing out from the restaurant and banquet 
hall there will be a fine view of the city, 
the harbor and Brookline. 

“The prime object is the accommodation 
of the woman's clubs of Boston and vicin- 
ity, and it is estimated that more than a 
thousand women, representing almost a 
hundred organizations, will find comfort- 
able headquarters here. 

“On the ground floor, besides the two 
storerooms, which will be rented out, there 
will be a reception room for stockholders 
and a hall with a seating capacity of more 
than 300. In the basement will be Turkish 
baths and a gymnasium containing a swim- 
ming tank. On the second floor will be sev- 
eral reception and lecture rooms, so ar- 
ranged that when required they can be 
thrown into one hall. The executive offices 
of the corporation will also be on this floor 
and on the one above more rooms for club 
purposes. The restaurant, banquet hall 
and kitchens will be on the top floor, and 
thé intervening floors will be divided into 
offices rented out fur general purposes. 
Every need of every club has been care- 
fully studied in planning the building, one 
of the architects, Miss Josephine Wright 
Chapman, being a director in the corpora- 
tion and familiar with the needs an@ tastes 
of club women. 

“It is five years since the actual work 
for the clubhouse was begun. Money has 
been raised by voluntary subscription, by 
emtertainménts and by hard personal so- 
licitation. The clubhouse corporation was 
incorporated under the laws of Massachu- 
setts. Mrs, Potter is the present president, 
her predecessors in office having been Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe, Mrs. Florence Barker 
and Mrs. B. M. H. Merrill.” 


The Daughters of the Confederacy will 
be interested to learn that another memo- 
rial to Winnie Davis is to be established 
and very soon.’ The New York Journal 
tells the story as follows: 

“A memorial is to be raised to Winnie 
Davis, the Daugihter of the Confederacy, 
which will Hve not in marble, like the béau- 
tiful tribute of the women of the south, 
“Wut as a Monument of good deeds. It is a 
home for the orphan and destitute children 
ng grandchildren.of the former -eonfeder- 
ate soldiers. It wil] be established at. Lu- 
‘Fay, in the valley of Virginia, a place made 
Aistorie by so many incidents of the civil 
war, notably Sheridan’s famous campaign. 
The project was originated by the Rev. 
Dr. H. M. Wharton, of Baltimore, who has 
become widely known on this continent in 
conjunction with Dwight L. Moody, and 
Mas appeared as an exhorter in Europe, 
Asia and Africa. 

“Dr. Wharton is already famous for three 
orphanages that stand to his credit~one 
for colored children, in Charlotte, N. C.; 
one for white chiidren at the Willard 
home, Ocean Greve, N. J., dnd another at 
Luray. ‘Tihere, on the great farm of 230 
‘acres, the Winnie Davis home will be buiit. 

“All children under twelve years of age 
will be received. In addition to a good 
education, boys and girls alike will be 
trained in some trade or occupation to 
make them self-supporting. Dr. Wharton 
is no believer in confining girls to the do- 
mestic sciences. Telegraphy and many an- 
other profession looked upon as man’s 
field will be invaded by those whose tastes 
or abilities incline them that way. 

“Already popular interest has so far de- 
veloped in this charitable work that a 

_ fund of $10,000 has been raised. Thirty 
thousand is the requisite sum. The recent 
resolution offered in congress to provide 
shelter for confederate soldiers in soldiers’ 

“homes of the United States was declined by 
the men of the south. 

“Mrs, Davis is preparing a biography of 
her daughter, the profits to go to the Win- 
nie Davis home. 

“There are seven splendid cottages al- 
ready on the Luray Farm, which Dr. 
Wharton calls his ‘Whosoever Home.’ 
Among the children are many orphans of 
soldiers of the late war. The offer to open 
these institutions to little ones thus bereft 
brought: Dr. Wharton, among others, ac- 
knowledgments from Surgeon General 
Sternberg, General Fitzhugh Lee, Annie 
Wheeler, the daughter of General Joe 
Wheeler, as well as from the president 
himself. Many a child from the north and 
south, orphaned in our common cause, is 
already enjoying that healthy training of 
mind and body that the farm affords. 

“The new building will be in cottage 
form, likewise, and when completed will 
contain paintings, photographs and relics 
of the south and the name of every con- 
tributor to this noble work. : 
‘*“Among those who have heartily in- 
Gorsed it are Dr. W. M. Polk, president 
of New York’s Southern Society, and Dr. 
John M. Brown, rector of St. Thomas's 
church, °

The jury in the case of Walker vs. the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad, now 
on trial in Judge Reid's court, was given 
some lessons in mechanics yesterday. En- 
gine No. 27, which run over Walker, the 
plaintiff, causing the amputation of his 
left leg, was brought to the Pryor street 
crossing yesterday at noon and the jury 


ination and learn if the testimony of the 
plaintiff and for the defendant was sub- 
stantiated@ by the real facts, according to 
the machine. : 

No one accompanied the jury but two 
bailiffs. The lawyers and court remained 
while the little excursion was made. The 
jurymen seemed to enjoy the situation and 
took great interest in the experiment with 
the engine. 

The jurymen were allowed to examine 
every part of the locomotive. They climb- 
ed into the engineer’s seat and looked to- 
ward the front of the engine to see how 
much of the front part of the engine the 
engineer could see from his place. 

The investigation attracted considerable 
attention, and the twelve persons who 
were around the engine when the jury got 
to it soon attracted as many more, and the 
crowd continued to grow until it was very 
About that time the jurymen filed 
back to the courtroom and the crowd won- 
dered what had happened or what was 
about to occur. 

The investigation was made upon the re-- 
quest of Colonel Brewster, of Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell, who represent the de- 
fendant company. The superintendent was 
on the stand yesterday morning, and Colo- 
nel Brewster was asked if the engine could 
not be brought to the Pryor street cross- 
ing for the jury to inspect. Mr. Rountree,

how the accident happened. 

There is now in the courtroom a large 
model, actual size, of a cowcatcher, and 
one of the front truck wheels of the en- 
gine and about twenty-five feet of track, 
which the attorneys use in the testimony 
and for illustrating certain points of evi- 
dence in the ,trial of the case. 

There are now only eleven jurors in the 
case, one of them having been taken ill 
since the trial began. The case will con- 
sume all of today. This is the fourth time 
the case has been on trial.

ALLIANCE MEBTING 
WILL END TONIGHT 


Three Interesting Services Were Held at 
Trinity Church Yesterday: 


REV. A. B. SIMPSON TO SPEAK 


Will Address the Alliance Convention 
This Afternoon and Night. 


SESSIONS HAVE BEEN WELL ATTENDED 


Large Crowd Expected at Last Meet- 
ing and Arrangements Made To 
Accommodate All. : 


Three interesting services of the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance were held yes- 
terday at Trinity church. Each service 
was well attended and the exercises consist- 
ed in the main of revival songs and ad- 
dresses by prominent members of the alli- 
ance. 

The morning service began at 10 o’clock 
and was conducted by Rev. Henry Wil- 
son. He delivered an entertaining sermon 
that interested all who heard him. 

At 3 o'clock in ‘the afternoon the second 
service began, and was conducted by Rev. 
D. W. Lelacheur, He preached a forceful 
and eloquent sermon on the truths of the 
Bible and said that everyone who claimed 
to be a Christian should accept the gos- 
pel without question, | 

“There can be no dispute regarding the 
inspiration of the scriptures,’ said he, 
“and would that all men were simple 
enough to accept the words vf the Bible 
as being a direct message from God. If 
we doubt the gospel, then we doubt God, 
for the scriptures are only the teachings 
of the Almighty handed down to mankind 
through the inspired writers of that time.’’ 

Dr. Lelacheur dwelt at. considerable 
length on the ascension of Christ, and 
quoted scripture to illustrate the ideas. of 
his discourse. 

Dr. Lelacheur made an interesting talk 
at the evening services on mission work in 
China. He related many experiences he 
‘and his coworkers had in the celestial 
kingdom, and drew from the success at- 
tendant upon their efforts to evangelize 
the Chinamen the great power of pPayer. 
He told many things of the habits of -the 
Chinese and of their manners and customs. 

He said there were three religions in 
China. One was Buddhism, which had a 
large number of followers and was a very 
powerful sect. He said that 600 years 
before Christ the principles of Buddha 
were taught and that in them was the 
doctrine of Christian Science. He took 
advantage of the opportunity while he was 
discoursing on the question of the early 
teaching of Christian Science to say that 
the difference between the doctrine of the 


Christian and Missionary Alliance, in re- 
gard to divine healing and Christian Sci- 
ence was as great as that between the 
worship of the cross of Jesus Christ and 


the worship of idols. 

Mr. Lelacheur said that Confucius taught 
ancestral worship. This doctrine was the 
belief that every person had three souls. 
One of these souls, when the possessor died, 
went to heaven. It passed through ten 
different heavens, and when it reached the 
tenth, it was reborn into some animal on 
the earth. Another soul is buried with the 
body and guards and protects it, seeing 
that proper worship is done to the dead. 
The third is in a tablet placed in the late 
home of the departed, and this tablet is 
worshiped by the members of the family. 
These tablets are worshiped to the -.third 
and four generations. 

It is believed by the followers of this 
doctrine that unless the souls of the an- 
cesterg are worshiped, the souls will re- 
turn to earth and damn and curse the de- 
scendants. 

The third religion which is prevalent in 
China, Mr. Lelacheur said, was one of as- 
trology, sooth saying, fortune telling and 
superstition. He said this religion had a 
large following and was a power in the na- 
tion. The talker spoke of the number of 
missionaries now in China and said there 
were about 2,400. He asked how many peo- 
ple lived in Atlanta, and then asked how 
many preachers there were in the city. 
When he was told, he said if we should 
proportion the preachers to the people in 
this country as they are in China, there 
would be a half a preacher in Atlanta and 
only 350 in the United States. 

Rev. A. B. Simpson, of New York, an@ 
president of the Alliance, will cOnduct the 
services today and will preach one or more 
sermons at the ccnvention. It is probable 
that he will confine his remarks to foreign 
missionary work and will explain the plans 
and purposes of the alliance in its work in 
China. 

Dr. Simpson has been active in the work 
for a number of years, and is constantly 
in direct communication with all the mis- 
sionaries sent out by the alliance. He is 
probably one of the best informed men in 
the country on the subject of missionary 
work, and his remarks will doubtless be of 
great interest. 

The first service today will be held at 
10 o’clock. The afternoon service will be- 
gin at 3 o’clock an@ the last service of the 
alliance will be held at 7:30 o’clock tonight.

Committee on Commerce Met at Business 
League Yesterday. 


IMPORTANT STEPS TO BE TAKEN 


Wholesale Jobbers and Manufacturers 
Will Form an Association. 


RETAIL DEALERS WILL ALSO ORGANIZE 


The Atlanta Business Men’s League’s 
Sphere of Usefulness Is Rap- 
idly Enlarging. 


As a result of the article In Sunday’s 
Constitution calling attention to a new 
plan for bringing prospective investors and 
capital together which was recently adopt- 
éd by the Atlanta Business Men’s League 
several gentlemen called on Secretary T. 
H. Martin yesterday to make inquiry con- 
cerning the names of the persons who were 
looking for capital or who wanted to in- 
vest money. Im each instance Mr. Martin 
refused to give the names until he had 
first “ investigated the motives which 
prompted the inquires. He will make this 
an inflexible rule in all cases so as to avoid 
annoying the league’s patrons with in- 
quiries from ‘trrespotisible parties. 

In the course of a few days the league 
will inaugurate a regular system of _ in- 
vestigation and checking and so systema- 
tize the work of looking into the financial 
standing of prospective investors, that but 
little time will be lost. It is expected that 
the- new pian will work admirably and 
will be a thoroughly practical means of 
bringing manufacturers and investors to- 
gether. |. 

Comznercial Committee Meets. 

The league’s sphere of usefulness 
gradually enlarging and reaching out in 
all directions. Almost every day sees some 
new and impertant feature added which is 
calculated to benefit Atlanta. 

An important meeting was held yesterday 
by the committee on commerce. The mem- 
bers of the committee met at the call of 
Chairman J. K. Orr, who had several] mat- 
ters of interest which he wanted to dis- 
cuss. Those present at the meeting were 
Chairman J K. Orr, R. ‘B. O' Donnelly, 
Morris Rich and Secretary T. H. Martin. 

Mr. Martin stated that ‘his attention had 
been called !o a very important step that 
the business organizations of Kansas City 
and St. Louls had inaugurated some years 
ago which had proven very beneficial to 
the business interests of those cities. 
Briefly, the wholesale houses and manu- 
facturers of both cities had formed associa- 
tions whose business it was to find out 
what districts in the commercial territory 
of the twa towns were not Matronizing 
them. if it was found that the non-patron- 
age was du to a discrimination in freight 
rates the association would make a special 
effort to sea that the rates were so adjust- 
ed as to reimove the cause. 

Mr, Martin said that he thought such an 
organization would be'the’ means of build- 
ing. up Atlanta’s trate*’marvelously. 

“Another feature fiat might be advan- 


is 


tion,” said Mr. Martin, “would be to find 
Out the names of individual buyers in 
8mal] communities that do not, for some 
reason, pattonize Atlanta. Direet com- 
munication could be established between 
the association, through the Business 
League, with these parties and special in- 
ducements offered to bring them to At- 
lanta. We could, I think, well afford to 
offer them special] rates on the railroads 
and guarantee a low rate at the hotels if 
necessary. [n this way I think that a large 
amount of tributary territory could be 
added to the manufacturers and jobbers of 
Atlanta.” 

Mr. Martin’s suggestion met ‘with popular 
approval and it was decided to take steps 
for the immediate formation of an organi- 
Zation on the lines suggested ‘by him. 

Mr. Rich suggested_that the formation of 
an association composed of retail dry 
goods, clothing and shoe merchants would 
be a great value to the retail trade of the 
city. The object of the association would 
be to militate against practices of retail 
dealers which, while all condemned, al] had 
allowed to continue because no one single 
firm could afford to establish a precedent. 
Among other things Mr. Rich mentioned 
the growing evil of inter-~hiring of help and 
the custom ‘of sending out goods on ap- 
provai to irresponsible parties. 

Secretary Martin was requested to mail 
notices to all local dry goods merchants, 
Clothiers and shoe dealers to meet the 

‘committee at the league’s rooms April llth, 
at 8:30 p. m. At this meeting a permanent 
organization will be perfected. 

The committee then decided to hgld regu- 
lar monthly meetings on the second Tues- 
day of each month to discuss questions 
concerning the commercial interests of At- 
lanta.

LECTURE ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Mr. Roberson Entertained a Large Au- 
dience at the Grand Last 
Night. 

“The Philippines’’ was the subject of an 
interesting lecture delivered last night at 
the Grand by Mr. Frank R. Roberson, a 
great traveler, who has seen much of the 
world. He is a close and a discriminating 
observer. 

The audience was a large one, as usual, 
with the Atlanta Lecture Association. Dr. 
Hillis, of Chicago, was engaged some time 
ago to lecture last night for the associa- 
tion, but President Weldon announced that 
Dr, Hillis was ill in a@ sganitarium and 
could not come. 

Mr. Roberson, who made a special trip 
to Manile to secure material for this lec- 
ture, gave his hearers a new insight fnto 
the situation in the’Philippines. The beau- 
tiful siereopticon views added to the pleas- 
ure of the audience and deepened the im- 
pressions which the speaker sougiit to 
make. There were pictures of the Ameri- 
can battleships and of the sunken Spanish 
fleet, of Admiral Dewey taken hy Mr. 
Roberson on the Olympia, and one snap- 
shot cf the admiral taken during the bat- 
tle of May 1, 1898. More than 150 pictures 
were thrown on the screen, including two 
or three of Aguina:do, several of leaders 
among the Filipinos, a number of the low 
class among the Filipinos and a dozen or 
more of the cultured, wealthy natives. 

The interiors of the homes of wealthy 
natives were a revelation. Rich rugs cov: 
ered the floors, and paintings by the old 
masters were on the walls, while mahogany 
chairs and other furniture gave evidence of 
elegant taste. Some of the men were 
strikingly handsome and many of the wo- 
men were beautiful. It is quite common 
for Une Filipinos to send their sons and 
daughters to Europe to be educated. 

The lecturer spdéke in Aguinaldo’s be- 
half, crediting him with ability, honesty 
and patriotism. Mr. Roberson had a pho- 
tograph which the took himself of Agui- 
naldo’s headquarters, 

Americans cannot withstand that cli- 
mate, the lecturer declared. He was there 
in the cool s'ason, and: the thermometer 
was 106 in the shade early in the morning. 
There were several clever things in the 
lecture, and the audience applauded time 
and again. Lieutenant Brumby’s picture 
started a round of applause. 

While the lecturer did not give his opin- 


ion on what should be done with the Phil- 
ippines, the inference from his address 
was that it will cost the United States 
many a brave man to take and hold them. 
He said that the Filipinos are not capable 
of maintaining their independ-nce if it 
was given to them. 

The lecture was thoroughly enjoyed by 
the audience, many pronouncing it the 
most interesting one of the course. 

The next lecture will be on “Arnold and 
Andre,’”’ by Mr. W. W. Ellsworth, one of 
the editors of The Century.

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THE WEATHER. 


Washington, March 20, 8 D. m.—Weather 
conditions and general forecast: 

Another Pactiic coast sturm ts moving 
across the country, and is apparently fol- 
lowing the course pursued by the two 
storms immediately preceding. It is central 
tonight in Oklahoma. East of the Rocky 
mountains generally fair weather has pre- 
vailed. 

The temperatures have fallen moderately 
from the lake regions eastward and in the 
extreme central west. They have risen 
4 to 14 from Texas northeastward into Vir- 
ginia, 

In the Atlantic states the weather will 
be fair, followed by increasing cloudiness 
in the middle and southern portions. In the 
gulf states, the central valleys and upper 
lake r.gion, cloudy weather will be gene- 
ral with rain or snow, probably reaching 
the east gulf states and upper Ohio valley 
by Tuesday afternoon or night, 

The temperature wilj rise in the upper 
Ohio valley, the lower lake regions, the 
east guif and south Atlantic states, and 
will fall from the middle Mississippi val- 
ley westward and southwestward. 

On the Atlantic coast the winds will be 
brisk and mostly easterly after Tuesday 
morning.

fresh to brisk northeasterly winds. 

North and South Carolina—Increasing 
cloudiness; warmer; winds becoming brisk 
easterly.
